tions. Had it not been for General Houston’s bitter denunciations, it 
is likely that the Democratic Convention at Houston would have 
advocated better slave markets for the people as various County 
Conventions had demanded. 

But right or wrong, the Southern people were bent on protecting 
the “Domestic Institution,” and went to war and down in defeat 
in an effort to do so. 

The South had become an aristocracy of opulent land owners, 


‘The great Commander who was killed at Shiloh. After his duel with Felix Hous- 
ton he commanded the Army of the Republic for a time, and was Secretary of War 
in the cabinet of Lamar. He lived on his plantation at China Grove in Brazoria 
County, which was his home, until the beginning of the war between the States. 
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’ highway after the Revolutionary War, as Virginians moved west 
to Kentucky. 

In the 1740's, however, the first alternative was rarely chosen. 
The overwhelming majority of Scotch-Irish pioneers chose an 
easterly path when they reached the site of modern Roanoke. 
Word had spread abroad that land in the Carolinas was available 
in hundreds of thousands of acres. The colonies to the south of 
Virginia eagerly welcomed settlers, and first reports on soil, civil 
and religious liberties, and peaceful Indians were highly favor- 
able. The main stream of movement therefore flowed toward 
the Carolina Piedmont. 

Both Scotch-Irish and Germans by the thousands, having 
traverscd the Great Valley and the Shenandoah, went eastward 
through the Staunton River gap of the Blue Ridge, swung south- 
ward again close to the Blue Ridge, crossed the rugged territory 
of the Blackwater, Pigg, and Irvine streams, until, beyond the 
Dan River, the path opened out into the wide spaces of the 
Carolina Piedmont. Few of these eighteenth-century pioneers 
dropped out of the procession between Roanoke and the Dan, 
in order to make homes in the hilly country of that part of south- 
em Virginia. Their destination was the province of North 
Carolina. 


C. Tue Uprer Caroiinas 


The third great region of Scotch-Irish settlement was the 
Piedmont country of North and South Carolina. Coming later 
than the Pennsylvania and Virginia waves, the sweep into the 
Carolinas resembled them in general character, despite the de- 
cided difference of terrain. In the provinces to the north there 
had been a valley, whose retaining walls made the progressive 
waves of settlement almost methodical in their advance, new- 
comers simply passing beyond land already taken until the 
Great Valley was “filled.” By the time North Carolina was 
reached, however, the mountains had swung far to the west. 
The movement of people was now into open Piedmont, stretching 
in all directions for scores of miles. Scotch-Irish newcomers, 
encountering no natural restraints to confine them, spread out- 
ward like a stream inundating a plain. 
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Until 1729, both North and South Carolina had been 
by great English Proprietors, few of whom had taken active st 
to develop their American holdings—certainly not to the ext! 
that Penn had done. It was after the cession of these propriet#a 
estates to the Crown in 1729 that the frontier regions began 
receive active attention from government. Until then, in bq 
regions, settlement and rule were entirely in the coastal plaif 
Aristocratic planters, with slaves and indentured servants | 
perform menial tasks, tried to live like lords in the New Wo 
The Church of England was, of course, established, and fami e 
English institutions were introduced for the comfort of 
gentry. Occasionally there were small accretions to the Caroli 
population, especially in South Carolina—numerous Huguenge 
after the revocation of the Edict of Nantes in 1685, certain “df 
senters” from England and Barbados, a congregation from Dd 
chester, Massachusetts. Charleston (Charles Town, as it wee 
then called) was a thriving port. . In both North and Soug 
Carolina, however, the fall line of the rivers marked the end 
civilization, and beyond it to the west, in the Piedmont, Indiale 
roamed at will. 

Official indifference to the up-country gave place, after 17 
to a policy of definite encouragement to settlers. The doors | 
both provinces were now thrown open to Protestants of all nf 
tions. Several governors even took active steps to induce grou 
of European Protestants to come to the two Carolinas. Ff 
twenty years the new policy was moderately successful, especiagy 
ly in South Carolina. Here many Palatine Germans settlq 
around Orangeburg, Congaree, and Wateree; certain Swiss nevge 
comers established themselves along the Savannah River; a fep 
Ulstermen came to Williamsburgh. The triumph of the perio 
from 1730 to 1750 was the large migration (this time especial 
to North Carolina) of Highland Scots. “The ’45,” as it was calleq@ 
had failed in its attempt to bring the Stuarts back to the throng 
after the defeat at Culloden, Stuart supporters were severehe 
repressed; and hundreds of Highland families, including that di 
Flora Macdonald herself, came to America. Landing near Wif 
mington, they came up the Cape Fear Valley to establish th 
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The Carolina Piedmont 


selves in sizable colonies from the coast to the region of Fayette- 
ville.® 

All of this influx in the twenty years after 1730, however, had 
come by sea, and either remained near the coast or was concen- 
trated in the lower river valleys. Hardly any of the newcomers 
penetrated the actual Piedmont. If a diagonal line had been 
run in 1750 northeastward from (modern) Aiken, South Carolina, 
through Columbia and Fayetteville, to Wilson, North Carolina, 


*It must not be supposed that these Scots had friendly contact or even 
sympathy with their fellow-Presbyterians when the Scotch-Irish shortly began 
to pour into the up-country west of them. At the Revolution, on the contrary, 
Scots and Scotch-Irish often were to be found fighting on opposite sides. The 
two peoples were now foreigners to each other, in language, dress, background, 
and experience. See below, ch. 16. 
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few of these ship-borne settlers would have been found west of it. 
The fall line was still the limit of civilization. 

Yet while official attention was still centered on the east, a few 
hardy souls from the Valley of Virginia had found their way into 
the up-country of North Carolina. These families who came 
in between 1740 and 1750 were harbingers of what was to prove 
one of the mightiest migrations in colonial times. So great was 
the tide pouring in from the north that, by the outbreak of the 
Revolutionary War, the North Carolina back-country had at least 
sixty thousand settlers, while that of South Carolina had eighty- 
three thousand—almost four-fifths of the colony’s white popula- 
tion. Certainly some of this up-country folk in both colonies 
had moved in from the Tidewater counties; but the tremendous 
bulk of the people were “transfers” from Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and Virginia--a few Swiss and Welsh, large numbers of Germans, 
but more Scotch-Irish than all others put together. 

Why did these thousands come south? Many of them, of 
course, were immigrants newly arrived in America from Uister, 
following the usual course to Philadelphia and then through the 
Great Valley. Finding this more densely settled land too ex- 
pensive, they had pushed on until they reached North Carolina. 
Other thousands, however, were making a second—or even a 
third or fourth-complete move. Their reasons were varied. 
A second generation of young Scotch-Irishmen was growing up, 
with the normal compulsion of young men to make their own 
way in the world. As Pennsylvania’s population steadily in- 
creased, both from immigration and a high birth rate, the de- 

mand for land drove prices to a point beyond the ability of youths 
to pay; thus sons in a large family were impelled to move wher: 
land was still cheap and plentiful. Agents from Proprietors i 
the south had much to do with the removals. Just as spokesme 
for Hite, Beverley, and Borden had advertised their grants i 
the 1730’s and 1740's, attracting many settlers to Virginia, s 
now the agents of Lord Granville came to hymn the advantage: 
of living in North Carolina. 
Already, too, there were rumblings of Indian unrest at th 
mid-century, with threats of serious trouble to come; by 1753 th 
western frontiersmen in Pennsylvania were complaining in ex

asperation that the provincial authorities, safe in Philadelphia, 
were supinely ignoring the danger in the west. After 1754 there 
was the reality of Indian terror, not only in Pennsylvania but 
also in the Valley of Virginia, to send settlers to seek other homes. 
And always there was the Scotch-Irish restlessness, to which 
attention has been called: impatience with social restrictions 
that attend the development of stable community life, the lure of 
striking out on one’s own in a land where one can live “free,” 
the conviction that farthest pastures are greenest. Some simply 
went because others went. As a Moravian observed, “The 
migrations of men are like the movements of a flock of sheep, 
where one goes the flock follows, without knowing why.” 

Even if Lord Granville’s agents had not been active, it is 
probable that the newcomers would settle first on his lands, 
simply because these lay astride the most traversible path from 
the Valley of Virginia into central North Carolina. Here the 
forerunners had come in 1740 and 1745, to make their farms 
along the banks of the Hyco, Eno, and Haw rivers.°® Granville 
alone of the Proprietors had not ceded his land to the Crown in 
1729; he still reserved his rights as owner of the soil over an area 
covering nearly half the colony. Here were thousands of neg- 
lected acres to be had for the taking, and beyond them, to the 
west and southwest, was the rich bottom land of the Yadkin and 
Catawba river region, leading onward to the border between the 
two Carolinas. This mesopotamia became the home of a great 
concentration of Scotch-Irish, and the highway leading to settle- 
ment in South Carolina’s piedmont. 


° The first actual settlement of Scotch-Irish in North Carolina was not in the 
Piedmont, and arrived by sea rather than by way of Pennsylvania. On November 
29, 1735, Governor Johnston informed his Council that Arthur Dobbs (later to 
become governor of the province), “and some other gentlemen of distinction in 
Ireland,” and Mr. Henry McCulloh, a merchant of London (later agent for 
Lord Granville), had written him “respecting their intention of sending over to 
this province several poor Protestant families with design of raising flax and 
hemp.” They asked for a grant of sixty thousand acres of land in New 
Hanover County. Their request was granted, and next year (1736) the settlers 
arrived at their land on the Black River (now Duplin County), where they 
organized themselves into two congregations, Goshen and the Grove. (Colonial 
Records of N.C., IV, 72-73) It is not stated, however, what the size of this 
colony of “several” families was. i 

+ The (modern) counties receiving the largest numbers of Scotch-Irish set- 
tlers were Orange, Alamance, Guilford, Caswell, Rowan, Iredell, Cabarrus, 
Mecklenburg, Lincoln, and Gaston. 
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Three North Carolina governors enthusiastically encouraged 
the immigration from the north-men who had a special interest 
in attracting settlers with a Scottish background to expand the 
population and economic development of the province. Gabriel 
Johnston, governor from 1734 to 1751, was a native of Dumfries- 
shire in Scotland; Matthew Rowan, president of the Council in 
1753-54, was an Ulsterman; so also was Arthur Dobbs, governor 
from 1754 to 1765. Dobbs, born in Carrickfergus in Northern 
Ireland, had long been intensely interested in exploration and 
colonization. Coming to North Carolina, he associated himsel 
with the Scots agent of Granville, Henry McCulloh; through his| 
exertions, three colonies of Ulstermen came to North Carolina. 
in 1751, 1754, and 1755. By 1754 Dobbs had been made gover 
nor of the Province. The years from Johnston’s appointment 
1734 to Dobbs’s retirement in 1765 were precisely the period o 
the Province’s enormous growth. Through these officials, “thei 
relatives, friends, connections, and acquaintances in the north o 
Ireland and the south of Scotland, North Carolina was, perhaps 
better known than in any other part of the old world.”*° 

Details of the filling up of the countryside are illuminating 
When Johnston took office the population of North Carolina wa 
about fifty thousand; when he retired seventeen years later it w 
ninety thousand.** As he reported in 1751, “Inhabitants flock i 
here daily, mostly from Pennsylvania and other parts of Americ 
who are overstocked with people and some directly from Europ: 
They commonly seat themselves toward the West and have go 
near the mountains.”*7 President Rowan wrote in 1753: “In th 
year 1746 I was up in the country that is now Anson, Orang: 
and Rowan counties. There were not then above one hundre 
fighting men; there is now at least three thousand, for the mo: 
part Irish Protestants and Germans, and daily increasing.” 
Counting one fighting man as representative of a family of fiv 
the population in the western region had probably increased fro 
five hundred to fifteen thousand within seven years. 

Governor Dobbs wrote in 1755 of seventy-five families wh 
had settled on land he owned in North Carolina: “They are 
colony from Pennsylvania of what we call Scotch-Irish Presby 
terians who with others in the neighboring Tracts had settle 
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together in order to have a teacher, i.e., a minister of their own 
opinion and choice.” He testified to the size of what we have 
called the “fourth wave” of immigration from Ulster, noting that 
as many as ten thousand people from the North of Ireland had 
landed at Philadelphia in a single year, many of whom, he said, 
were “obliged to remove to the southward for want of lands to 
take up” in Pennsylvania. 

As in both Pennsylvania and Virginia, Germans were a con- 
siderable part of the newcomers. As usual, they tended to keep 
themselves separate from the Scotch-Irish. In the county of 
Orange, organized in 1752 because of the swelling population, 
the Scotch-Irish settled chiefly in the east, and the German 
Lutherans west of the Haw River.’ A large concentration of 
German Moravians was to be found in the western reaches of 
the county (now Forsyth). When the United Brethren pur- 
chased here their great Wachovia tract in 1752, Bishop Spangen- 
burg referred to it as “probably the best left” in the province.*! 
Here their colony of Bethabara was formed in 1753. The bishop 
was wrong in his supposition about the best land left, however, 
for later Germans found much fertile territory around Salisbury 
in the Catawba Valley. 

Although there were enough Germans to continue the Palati- 
nate stream into the piedmont of South Carolina in the next 
decade, the flow of Germans into America began to diminish 
around mid-century, and soon had dwindled to a trickle. The 
Carolina piedmont as a whole was much more thoroughly Scotch- 
Trish than German. 

The years immediately following 1754 saw a shift in the 
source of the Scotch-Irish immigration into North Carolina. It 
was in that year that the French and Indian wars began in earnest 
in Pennsylvania, and Indian depredations made it perilous for 
people to traverse that colony's Cumberland Valley on the way 
south. Governor Dobbs said that the Indians had put a “total 
stop” to the influx of Pennsylvanians. The Valley of Virginia was 
nearer, however, so that when Indians descended upon settle- 
ments there to burn, pillage, and murder, the exodus of Scotch- 
Irish thence was hastened. “In one week of October, 1756, 
three hundred persons went by Bedford Court House [in Vir- 
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ginia] on their way to Carolina, and five thousand more ‘ha 
crossed James River, only at one ferry, that at Goochland Cou 
House.’ ”*? 

North Carolina likewise had its Indian troubles during th 
1750's, though later than those in the north and never reachin 
the proportions they assumed in western Pennsylvania or even i 
Virginia. The principal tribes of the North Carolina piedmo 
at this time were the Cherokees and Catawbas.® Both had bee 
friendly enough to the whites in the early days, the Catawb 
remarkably so, Cherokee amity had recently been secure 
through the expert diplomacy of Governor Glen of South Car 
lina, in whose province were large areas of Cherokee lands. I 
1754-55 Glen had persuaded these Indians to yield to the Cro 
an enormous tract of their territory for some $300 worth 
presents.** 

Cherokees returning from the fighting in Pennsylvania, an| 
probably incited by the French, in 1756 created a series of inc 
dents in upper Carolina. Mismanagement of the affair, rou 
retaliation, and hot tempers now resulted in what is general 
known as the Cherokee Uprising. Depredations were committ 
upon outlying and scattered settlements; and while North Car 
lina settlers felt nothing like the panic of their kinsfolk in Pen 
sylvania and Virginia at the Indian “menace,” many of the 
prudently moved eastward to safer homes. The number 
taxables in Rowan County, in the center of the trouble, was r 
duced by half between 1756 and 1759; but in Orange Count 
to the northeast, settlements were exempt from Indian raids| 
By 1761, after an impressive show of force by the authorities, 
Cherokees retired to the west, having lost five thousand of th 
people, including half their warriors.® Thereafter the forwa: 
march of the pioneers was resumed. 


* The Catawbas from the first arrival of the whites showed them unus: 
friendliness. Rights says: “They aided in the [1711] campaign against t 
Tuscaroras in the east and served as a barrier against tribes of the west. T. 
flood of immigration that poured into the Piedmont area after 1700 was lit 
opposed by the friendly Catawba.” He also notes that they were heredit 
enemies of the Cherokee. (The American Indian in North Carolina, p. 12 
About 1738 a great epidemic of smallpox decimated Catawba villages and a 
caused havoc among the Cherokee. (Milling, Red Caroliniens, p. 237) T 
may have deterred the latter from the risk of war and the loss of further warri 
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As in Pennsylvania and Virginia, North Carolina officials 
were concerned to provide civil institutions for settlers in the 
west. In 1746 all the counties in the province were in Tidewatér 
_.country, with Edgecombe, Craven, and Bladen extending as far 
west as North Carolina claimed territory—that is, through the 
whole reach of Tennessee to the Mississippi. In that year, how- 
ever, Granville County was cut off from Edgecombe, to become 
the first county of the Piedmont. By 1752 it was considered 
expedient to organize Orange County, whose territory had for 
several years been attracting Scotch-Irish and German settlers. 
Within another decade this single frontier county had the largest 
number of taxables of any county within the province,° and by 
1770 it was necessary to cut off the western section of Orange to 
form the new county of Guilford. In the southern part of the 
province, Anson County, extending westward along the South 
Carolina boundary line, beyond the Yadkin River, was organized 
in 1749. Like Orange, and even earlier, it had to be subdivided: 
in 1762 its western portion became Mecklenburg, one of the 
greatest centers of Scotch-Irish concentration.t 

In the central section of the Piedmont frontier region, Rowan 
County, beyond the Yadkin, was created in order to meet the 
needs of settlers around Salisbury. Thus, because of a phe- 
nomenal growth of population, North Carolina had added five 
Piedmont counties within the twenty-one years between 1749 
and 1770. 

‘Inevitably, all this flow of people from the north soon 
traversed the Piedmont of North Carolina and swept into the 
province to the south. No natural-barrier separates the two 
Carolinas, and it is probable that most of the Jand-hungry 
travelers were unaware that they had crossed a boundary line 
when they came into South Carolina’s piedmont. The history 
of the filling up of the southern province's frontier lands is in 
many respects a duplication, a decade later, of the North Caro- 
lina story. 

° "Its number of taxables increased from twenty to about four thousand 
during its first twenty years,” says Lefler (History of North Carolina, 1, 96). 
Orange County had been formed from parts of Granville, Johnston, and Bladen. 

# Mecklenburg County, around Charlotte, was to make a name for itself in 


1775 by its call for independence from Britain, and, during the Revolutionary 
War, by the sturdy fight of its Scotch-Irishmen against the redcoats. 
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As early as 1750 a few families who had come down from 
Pennsylvania and Virginia were located in the up-country one 
hundred miles from Charleston.° South Carolina might during 
the ensuing decade have had a large immigration from the 
north if the Cherokee Uprising had not broken out in 1756, with 
much of the actual fighting done in South Carolina. These years 
of strife with the Indians were nothing like so costly in lives as 
in Pennsylvania: only 150 or 200 white persons were killed. 
But it is estimated that by 1761 South Carolina had spent more 
than £100,000 to defeat and then to pacify the Cherokees.*® 

The effective settlement of the South Carolina piedmont, 
therefore, began only after 1761. Simms says that in 1756 there 
were only some twenty-five families in the whole up-country, 
although three of these families had penetrated as far as the Sa- 
vannalt River near Abbeville." After 1761 the inrush began, 
coming through central North Carolina, into the region between 
the Pee Dee (Yadkin) and Catawba rivers, with the Waxhaws 
making a kind of central distributing point. As in the north, 
the Scotch-Irish were greatly preponderant, with Germans now 
few in number. From the Waxhaws settlements spread through 
the (modern) counties of Lancaster, York, Chester, Fairfield, 
Union, Newberry, Abbeville, and Edgefield. “No colonial area,” 
according to Bridenbaugh, “expanded with the rapidity of the 
back parts of Carolina after the defeat of the Cherokee in 
1761.” t#8 

So many thousands of people headed in the same direction, 


_ all coming from the north, could not fail to make something more 


than a beaten path. Their common route, indeed, became one 
of the most impressive highways of colonial times, The Great 


° “Colonel Clarke, with a party of he gerry settled in that year on the 
Pacolet. Other parties subsequently joined him, dotting with civilization the 
forests along the Fair Forest and Tiger rivers. A few other parties, here and 
there, with these constituted the ely white settlements of the back-coun 
unti] 1755, the year when Braddock was defeated.” (Simms, History of Sout! 
Carolina, p. 120) 

t Bridenbaugh, stressing the source of the immigration that filled the back- 
country, suggests that this region of the Carolinas might with propriety be called 
“Greater Pennsylvania.” Writing of South Carolina, he says, “In the newly 
settled Rocky Mount district _in 1767, a missionary found people already 
crowded together, ‘thick as in England.’ John Stuart wrote from Charles Town 
in 1769 that ‘the Country near the line is very full of inhabitants, mostly 
Emigrants from the Northem colonies.’” (Cities in Revolt, p. 127) 
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Philadelphia Wagon Road, as it was called in the north, or “The 
Great Wagon Road from the Yadkin River through Virginia to 
Philadelphia distant 435 Miles,” as Joshua Fry and Peter Jeffer- 
son meticulously labeled it on their “Map of the Most settled 
Parts of Virginia” (1775). 

It began, naturally enough, at the colonial metropolis, Phila- 
delphia, starting on the western bank of the Schuylkill. By the 
1720's it reached out only to the settlements in Lancaster County, 
for there the Susquehanna made a natural end of the track. 
This section of the road was steadily widened and improved, 
for it was the most used, and it now passed through the thriving 
frontier market town of Lancaster. At the Susquehanna the 
main road went through York and Gettysburg, and so across the 
Monocacy River in Maryland to Williamsport on the Potomac; 
but a much-traveled northern branch of it led up from Lancaster 
to Harris’s Ferry (Harrisburg), to traverse the Cumberland Val- 
ley and lead through Chambersburg to Williamsport. The ferry 
here crossed the Potomac into the Shenandoah Valley. By the 
middle of the eighteenth century a number of towns and villages 
had grown up along the road in the Valley of Virginia—Martins- 
burg, Winchester, Stephensburg, Strasburg, Woodstock, and 
Staunton. 

At the James River, Looney’s Ferry at modern Buchanan took 
passengers across for the short trip to the end of the Valley at 
the site of Roanoke. There the Road turned briefly eastward 
through the Staunton River gap of the Blue Ridge, crossed 
through hilly country over such minor streams as the Blackwater, 
Pigg, Irvine, and Dan, and entered North Carolina. In this 
province it traversed the Moravian settlement at Wachovia, on 
a branch of the Yadkin, and then followed the open country 
between the Yadkin and Catawba rivers. In 1760 it had reached 
Salisbury. When the South Carolina piedmont was thereafter 
opened up, the Road went on through the Catawba Valley to the 
settlements around Pine Tree (modern Camden), thence south- 
westward beyond the Congaree to Ninety-Six and Augusta. 
From Philadelphia to the original terminus, Wachovia, it was 
435 miles; extended to its full length, to the Savannah River, it 
was almost 700." 
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It is not surprising that the Scotch-Irish in the Carolinas 
formed neighborhoods. Governor Dobbs had noted in 1755 that 
these people, “whom we call Scotch-Irish Presbyterians,” settled 
near each other “in order to have a teacher, i.e., a minister of their 
own opinion and choice.”*° Dobbs may not have been correct 
in assigning the reason for close settlement; there is, indeed, eVi- 
dence to indicate that the founding of a church sometimes per- 
suaded new families to settle in a particular neighborhood. Many 
historians, however, have been struck by the tendency of the 
people not to isolate themselves. “In the selection of a site for 
settlement,” says Meriwether, “the back countryman was nearly 
always influenced by the distance from other settlers. He was 
rarely found more than ten miles from his fellows.”® 

The farms were of considerable size. In Orange County, 
North Carolina, more than three-quarters of the property holders 
owned between 100 and 500 acres of land; only some 5 per cent 


had farms smaller than 100 acres, and only 5 per cent had more | 


than 1,000 acres." In the Granville District of upper North 
Carolina, “the regular grant was 640 acres.”"* Holdings in South 
Carolina were generally smaller, partly because the Province had 
allowed a bounty of a hundred acres for every man, with fifty 
more for each woman and child.“ The average here seems to 
have been around 175 acres. 

Such figures make clear that in the Piedmont of both Caro- 
linas the Scotch-Irish were farmers, not plantation owners. With 
their divergent origins, background, religion, and economic in- 
terests, the up-country people were regarded with ill-concealed 
distaste by most of the eastern planters, who still controlled 
affairs in both provinces. It was felt by South Carolina gentry 
of the coastal region, for example, that after their expense in 
quieting the Cherokees, they should not have to tax themselves 
to provide courts and other conveniences for these up-country 
“ruffians.”*> With such an attitude, the officials sent into the 
frontier country were often lax in performance of their duties 
or, much worse, unjust and exigent in their taxation, and even 
unfair in their exercise of “justice.” In both North and South 
Carolina, consequently, there were “Regulation” movements 
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(noted in detail below, in chapter 16), which marked the growth 
of sectional feeling in the two provinces. 

Despite this, the merchants of Charleston saw opportunities 
for business with these disdained people in the hinterland. Since 
the rivers that begin in central North Carclina flow southeast- 
ward to the coast of South Carolina, Charlestonians saw to it 
that a road was constructed to Jead up to meet the extension of 
the Philadelphia Wagon Road. Merchants from Charleston, hav- 
ing already set up stores in outlying settlements of the low 
country, now began to provide markets for the corn and cattle of 
up-countrymen. “North Carolina butter made by the Scotch- 
Irish at Rock River sold in fifty- and one-hundred-pound kegs 
at Atkins and Weston’s warehouse on the Cooper.”® 

Once more, in the settlement of the Carolinas, the restless- 
ness of the Scotch-Irish may be observed. Nash tells in detail 
of a family which moved in 1751 from Berks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, to the region of the Eno River in North Carolina.’ Their 
motives were loss of crops by an early frost, death of the oldest 
child, and glowing accounts sent back from the Eno by former 
neighbors. Another family, the Pettigrews of Abbeville, South 
Carolina, had made a twenty-eight-year pilgrimage from Ulster 
before their final settlement. Arriving at New Castle in 1740, 
the original American Pettigrew, well educated and a friend of 
Benjamin Franklin’s, moved to a frontier tract of three hundred 
acres in Pennsylvania. Well established there, he sold his proper- 
ty when Indians began their depredations and went to the Valley 
of Virginia. “Uprooting his family again after three years, he 
settled in North Carolina, stopping there until rumors of Arcadia 
enticed him to the trail again in 1768. After four years on 
Long Cane Creek, in South Carolina, he moved again, but this 
time only a mile or so down the trail.”** In another instance, 
“Andrew and John Pickens served as justices of the peace at the 
first court of Augusta County, Virginia, in 1745; six years later 
they had located at the Waxhaws below the South Carolina 
boundary; and in 1762 John and Andrew, Jr., received warrants 
to parcels of land in the Savannah Valley.”** Such cases could 


be multiplied.

The descendants of these restless Scotch-Irish people crossed 
the Appalachians and led the way, not only into the frontier 
regions beyond the mountains, but thence eventually across the 
Mississippi even to the Pacific coast. 


D. Inprian MENACE TO SETTLEMENT 


The Great Migration of the Scotch-Irish (and Germans) 
from its beginnings up to 1754 had been a steady and almost 
wholly peaceful advance through frontier regions, with only 
natural barriers to impede it. In 1754, however, that peace 
prevailing throughout all regions of settlement was rudely shat- 
tered. Indians now began violently to oppose the white people 
who had penetrated into their territories. The next ten years 
were marked by bloodshed, bitterness, constant anxiety, cruelty, 
and death to men, women, and children. Immigration from 
Ulster, as from Germany, almost ceased. Frontiersmen were 
fighting for their very existence in Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
It would be well over a century before Americans would cease to 
speak of the “Indian menace” on the frontier. 

It may seem remarkable that, with constantly increasing num- 
bers of intruders into Indian lands from 1717 to 1754 and with 
the importunate Scotch-Irish in the van, there had not already 
been Indian disturbances on a major scale. That these did not 
occur can be attributed principally to two fortunate circum- 
stances, which a reflective Ulster Presbyterian might have re- 
garded as predestined: the wise and pacific Indian policy of 
Pennsylvania and the absence of Indian settlement in the Shen- 
andoah Valley. 

Quakers in Pennsylvania from the very outset had determine 
to deal with the Indians as friends and equals. All Jand on whic 
settlement was likely to occur was purchased from the tribe: 
beforehand, and not for a pittance, but at a fair price. Th 
government in Philadelphia built no forts, established no militia 
trained no scouts and Indian fighters. This attitude of complet 
friendliness rested upon religious conviction and moral con 
science; and, as often happened in Quaker experience, honest 
and fair dealing proved practical, for it spared the colony ex

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field.’ Wakefield was laid out on the land of Richard Brashears and 
the Act of Incorporation in 1805, appoints John Armstrong, George 
Brewer, James Danby, Edmond Craighton and Thomas Bassett Com- 
missioners for regulating the town...” 


We do not know much of the history of Wakefield, but we 
do know that it lasted until the Civil War of 1861 because a direct 
reference is made to building a “Breastwork of bricks against the 
Yankees...” 


This Pastor, Mr. Vivian Daugherty, and Mr. Ford Cook of 
the Mobile Press Register, have been told that a Church has been 
mentioned many times. A man known as “Israel Reed,” who lived 
until some 20 years ago and was well known, often spoke of a Church 
site at Wakefield. The story bore enough credence to warrant a trip 
by the above people to this site. We found much evidence of a former 
building. Of course, it could have been a Court House, but it was 
thrilling to imagine that here stood a Church and that it was a meet- 
ing place of people who prayed for help in the troubles of that long 
ago. Why would not the people of McIntosh, having fled the ravages 
of savage Indians and having escaped to this place called Wakefield, 
where the town and the seat of government was, have built a church, 
also? . 


We must assume that the first church was destroyed by the 
Indians, if there was a church there. We must assume that another 
church was built for it stands to reason that preaching had been done 
and a desire for more preaching was known in the area, 


We know that the Methodist Conference of South Carolina 
began sending preachers to this place in 1808, for there is a preacher 
listed for each year since that time. 


Then there must needs have been another church! However, 
the most logical reason to assume that a church was built at Wake- 
field is that the records of the Methodist Church, South Alabama Con- 
ference lists a Wakefield Circuit until 1855. The record shows that 
Wakefield was supplanted by the then “New St. Stephens Circuit.” 


The thrilling imagination of the work of the dear people of 
McIntosh in that day. Their daughters married Methodist preachers. 
Alabama history shows many names like Rush, Johnston, Johnson, 
and Roberts and others, all influenced by the Methodist Church of 
McIntosh, Alabama.

ANDREWS CHAPEL 


And so we come now to a more modern historical fact, The 
Methodist Church at McIntosh had lived under five Annual Confer- 
ences when the Alabama Conference was organized in 1832. Job 
Foster was the Pastor in 1831, and that was the last year of the Ten- 
nessee Conference. Bishop Andrews presided over the Conference 
in 1832, and he sent Reverend Daniel Monaghan and Hugh Findley 
to the Tombigbee Circuit. 


Bishop Andrews was a noted figure in Methodist History of 
the days before Emancipation, Bishop Andrews married a woman 
who owned slaves and the state laws were of such a nature that this 
great Man of God was placed in a very peculiar dilemma. Bishop 
Andrews never failed his Church nor his state as far as he knew. His 
name was placed on the Church of McIntosh. 


Whatever may have been the existing circumstances prior 
to 1860, we will have to be satisfied with the meager facts and much 
assumption. But, in that year, on May 14, 1860, a deed was made that 
reads as follows: “From John G. Rush and his wife, Glorvina E. J. 
Rush .. . to James Sims, Robert Bowling, Wm. Y. Boykin, Daniel 
James, and John G. Rush . . . as Trustees.” The Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South was the legal receiver of this five acres of land given 
by this dedicated man and wife 


Nineteen years later, another deed was recorded which was 
made to James A, Pelham, Theodore C. Bowling, Robert J. Bowling, 
W. F. Boykin, W. H. Richardson, Zeno Orso, and B, F, Brown, Trustees 
of said Church. The Deed reads: “Ten acre lot on which the Church 
known as ‘Andrews Chapel’ is situated in S.W. %4 of S.E. %4, Town- 
ship Four, Range One, Section 36, Washington County.” This deed 
was signed by Glorvina E. J. Rush and dated September 12, 1879. It 
is recorded in Volume “N,” Page 581, Washington County Court House. 
The Rev. John Cassaway Rush had passed on, but his wife lived to 
make this deed and their names live today. 


GLORVINA ELVIRA JOHNSTON 


“T am a descendent of the Johnston Clan (sometimes called 
the Johnstone clan) of Scotland. My Paternal Grandfather was Sir 
William Johnston, who came to. the United States in 1745, and settled 
first at St. Marys, Florida. There he married and had six sons. 


“John Johnston, the fourth son of Sir William Johnston, was

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born in 1760. He moved to Georgia and married Joyce Powell. He 
moved later to Pensacola, Florida and then in 1797, he came to Mc- 
Intosh Bluff, Mississippi Territory, U.S.A. To their union was born 
six sons and three daughters. 


“Joseph Johnson was the fourth son, and he married Clara 
Cato, a descendent of the ‘Cromwells’ of England. To their union came 
eight children. The sixth child was Glorvina Elvira Johnston. 


“The history of the Rush Family is rich in Church lore, as 
the third child of this union was Stella Amanda Rush, who later mar- 
ried to The Reverend Joseph Calloway Johnson, Methodist Pastor at 
St. Stephens. 


“This gives a picture of the great influence that the Meth- 
odist Church of McIntosh had on the folk all over Aabama.. .” 


The above wording is contained in a paper now in the pos- 
session of this writer and was furnished by Mr. Berkley Johnson, a 
son, of Mobile, Alabama. 


The Rev. Joseph Calloway Johnson is buried in Choctaw 
County and was known to many Methodist Ministers now living. He 
was married in the beloved old log Church that now stands on these 
grounds by the side of the road in our little town of McIntosh. 


None of us will ever know, until we get to heaven, just what 
the Methodist Church at McIntosh has given to the world, Let us 
carry on. 


THE TOWN OF McINTOSH 


McIntosh received its name from the celebrated Scotch Fam- 
ily of McIntosh, prominent in the history of the Creek Indians, Cap- 
tain John McIntosh, Chief of the Clan, long attached to the British 
Army of West.Florida, for his services received a grant of land from 
his Government, including McIntosh Bluff. Captain McIntosh built a 
home near the bluff and in his horae, while on a visit here, his daugh- 
ter, who was the wife of a British Officer named Troup, gave birth to 
a son. His name was George McIntosh Troup, who became Governor 
of the State of Georgia. 


Mrs. Harriet Corbin of El Segunda, California, who is a great- 
great-greatgranddaughter of John McIntosh, has furnished certain in- 
formation on John McIntosh’s family. His wife was Margaret McGil- 
livray, the aunt of the famous trader, Alexander McGillivray, who was

reputed to be one of the wealthiest men in North America, John Mc- 
Intosh was the father of six children, one of whom was the mother 
of George Troup, who became famous as the Goyernor of Georgia 
and who defied the Federal Government and took over the Indian 
lands for white settlement. It is also believed that the James Mc- 
Intosh who was knocked into the sea by a boat propeller and drowned 
as related in “Mutiny on the Bounty,” was the son of John McIntosh. 


Many hundreds of American families date from the coming 
of their ancestors to McIntosh. Rich in historic lore; rich in Method- 
istic eagerness; and rich in Fraternal spirit, the good people of this 
little town are very much on the “go” in this day of our history. 


McIntosh Methodist Church sits atop one of the richest salt 
domes in America. In 1951, Olin Mathieson Chemical Corporation 
came to McIntosh and began utilizing the salt as a raw material in 
the manufacture of chlorine and caustic soda, which are basic chem- 
icals used in paper, textile, insecticide, and many other industries. 
The Geigy Chemical Company has located here and are engaged in 
the production of a number of different insecticides and other chem- 
icals. These two plants are making important contributions to the 
development of McIntosh and surrounding areas. As a result, Mc- 
Intosh is one of the fastest growing towns in this section of the state. 


The old Methodist Church that had held aloft the Christian 
Banner still held it high, There were no Sunday School rooms, but 
classes were held under the trees. 


Ice cream suppers, a few weddings, a few funerals, the sing- 
ing of Hymns, and the preaching of the Gospel have sounded from 
the Pulpit and pews of “Andrews Chapel” from 1860 until 1952. 


THE NEW McINTOSH METHODIST CHURCH 


For a number of years, many attempts to build a new church 
ended in failure. But, along came a man “sent from God,” the first 
full time Preacher of this Church, Frank Furr was assigned to the 
Charge in 1951, and the church building took on a new complex. 
Many people said, “We can’t do it;” but this Man of God replied, “We 
just won’t say so until we try.” 


And TRY THEY DID. The results were that on Mother’s Day 
of 1952, a service of Worship was held in the beautiful auditorium 
of the new brick McIntosh Methodist Church.

A letter from Mrs. J Mac CALDWELL,dated 15 Jul 1945 gives info 
about the old home of John JOHNSTON. Mrs. CALDWELL, born on the farm 
adjoining the JOHNSTONS’ was 82 years old at the time the letter was 
written. She says: “John JOHNSTON’s place was located in what was 
then Mecklenburg, now Cabarrus, Co. The family at:.that time attended 
Poplar Tent Church and many of the older ones are buried there. 
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Charlie JOHNSTON now owns the farm which has never been out of 
the hands of the family . He still lives in the house in which Betsy 
JOHNSTONWas married. This Charlie is Nat’s son but I am not sure 
which of John JOHNSTON’ ssons was Nat's father. 

"In the eighties Gilwood Presbyterian Church was built very near 
the old JOHNSON home and many of the name and family still live near 
and attend that church. At the time it was built other denominations 
were building in that community and Nat JOHNSTON (grandson of "Elder 
John") advocated building a Presbyterian church. 

“The CRAWFORDS lived south of Poplar Tent church in a two-story 
house of logs. Later it was used as a tenant house and still later 
was burned. This was the house in which Mrs. Tommie ROBINSON, mother 
of Rev. C.W. ROBINSON, was raised. She was a CRAWFORD. She was good 
and loveable;,was called "a mother in Israel".

Thank you for your most interesting letter of Feb, 23, I know 
that you and your husband have had a lot of fun in Grove Hill 
and in other places in Alabama and Mississippi doing research,

I know that Johnson is a very common name and it is really foolish 
for me to ask you whether you are interested in the Marengo Co,, 
Alabama, Johnsons, But are you? 


William T, Johnson, a doctor, entered into an agreement with some 
of the settlers before 7 March 1823 in Marengo Co,, Ala., but he 
died sometime before this date and B, W, Johnson submitted an 
inventory of his estate to the court, On this list of those whom 
William T, Johnson had agreed to doctor were James Mathers, my 
great-great-grandfather and my Joseph Brackinridge ancestor, On 
the bill of sale S, W. Johnson, Stephen W, Johnson and Alfred 
Johnson are listed, 


I am particularily interested in Alfred Johnson since my grandfather, 
Alfred Johnson Morgan, was named for him, I also have the violin 
that Alfred Johnson gave to this grandfather which is over 200 years 
old, This is one of the mysteries in our family, I do not see how 
Alfred Johnson could be connected with my family except very remotely. 
He did marry a Breckenridge and they had a large family of children. 
Why did he give his violin to my grandfather? I know you are really 
not interested in this unless these are some of your family. I am 
just asking out of curiosity, (I made a mess of that word but i 
can't start over, ) 


I xeroxed a page of material to send to a Miss Laura L, Walker of 
Stone Mountain, Ga, I am sending you a copy realizing that I have 
already sent the same material to you with one of two exceptions, 

I do try to keep up with what I have sent to various ones, Anyway 
Laura descends from William H, Mathers and Margaret Shad of Savannah, 
Ga, She saw my lineage chart in the Greenville, S, C, collection, 

Do you know her?

I know I wrote you recently about the Edwards family, but I have some 

very new news (or rather very old, ha!) that I thought you might like to 
look into. We were gone all last week to Gulf Shores, Ala. and when I 

got back I found in the mail what you wouldn't believe! This is MY Johnson 
line - AND perhaps yours too! I'm enclosing my recent chart (which is 

more correct than the one I probably sent you) and an attached addition. 


I know you must have seen the will in Warren Co., Ga. of Abraham Johnson. 
He named his sons and daughters including his son Caleb and grand-daughter 
Sarah Day. I only have an abstract of this will and if you don't have 

the abstract, I'll gladly send you a copy. Today, a copy machine is just 
not available to me, In this abstract it said the name was also sometimes 
spelled Johnston. 


A Mrs. McCulloch has been researching these Days and Johnsons a long time. 
She answered my ad that appeared in GGM (which I sent in about two years 
or more ago). I don't even subscribe to that magazine anymore! 


She has found the estate papers of Caleb Johnson (file #98 - loose papers) 
in Amite County, Miss. Listed are these children: 


1. Margaret (Peggy) who m. Philip Jones of Amite €o., MS. 
2. William: Johnson of Franklin Co., MS Chad a son named Caleb) 


a H 3. James Johnson of Yazoo County, MS. 


4. Rowland Johnson of Copiah Co., Miss.

6. Frances Johnson who m. Green Spigght (Speight) of Caddo Par., La. 
& Simpson Co., Miss.

8. Heirs of Anna Cain (Mrs. Rev. James Cain) of Franklin Co., Miss. 

9. Heirs of Sarah Day (Mrs. Robert Day [brother to Marjy:Day's husband, 
David Day of Attalia Co., Miss. 

10. Luvicy Johnson who m. Ivey Fox and lived in Franklin Co., MS. 


The date of these papers was Feb. 1850. Citations were served by: David 
Day, James Johnson, William Johnson, Roland Johnson, D. B. Rollins?, 
Ivy Fox and Elbert Day(heir of Sarah Johnson Day). 


If you think this could be your family also, I'll be giad to send you what 
I have. I will either make another trip to Amite Co., inyself, or get a copy 
of these papers from Mrs. McCulloch...” 


On the attached chart I have a question by the Jones family. I just happened 
to have in my notes the m. in Isle of Wight, Va. and all the other Johnson 
marriages seemed to look like the same family. I do know these Days and 
Johnstons moved around a lot and were onto Miss. very early - so were my 
Edwards!....eAND I have a lot of Edwards-Johnson marriages to study more 
now too.

Dear Mr. Smith, 
This is in response to your letter of May 25, 1986. 


Eureka! I think I might have finally put the pieces of our 
puzzle together. I believe the Coli. John Johnston of Oklahoma 
and John Johnston, Jr. of McIntosh Bluff, circa 1800, are one 
and the same person. 


Enclosed you will find a copy of John Johnston, Sr.'s will 
written on August 13, 1820. Please note the following on said 
will: On page one, Daniel Johnston was his eldest son and he, 
John Johnston, Sr., had a daughter.named Elizabeth Rain. On page 
two the will is titled "Will of John Johnston, Senior." Also on 
page two it shows he had a son named John. If my calculations 
are correct this John Johnston, Jr. was the one who later became. 
Col. John Johnston of Oklahoma. 


Still on page two you will note that John Johnston, Sr. had 
a daughter named Honor Shaw and a son named James. 


Page three shows that he had a son named Joseph. That 
would be my Great-Great Grandfather on my maternal side. 


Page four shows that he had a son named Isaac and a 
daughter named Sarah Lister. It also shows that he had a wife 
named Joyce. This lends further verification to my account of 
the Family Tree which I copied from the history of the McIntosh 


Methodist Church. 


Also enclosed you will find an outline of the “Family Tree 
of Col. John Johnston" which was composed by Arista Johnston. 
Arista starts-right out by referring to the Colonel as John 
Johnston, Sr. I contend that this is in error, that he was, in 
fact, a junior. A possible explanation of Arista's error is 
that Col. John Johnston also had a son named John, his second 
son. This John should rightfully be referred to as John 
Johnston, III. Apparently this John Johnston III was also known 
as Jack Johnston. 


Referring you to said Family Tree, you will note that John a 
Johnston, Jr. had brothers named Daniel, Joe (or Joseph); James, 
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Mr. Ward Smith =

and Isaac. Also on the Family Tree outline you will note that 
John Johnston, Jr.'s sisters married Judge Lister, Judge Shaw, 
and Cornelius Rain. This makes a total of eight people, five 
brothers and three sisters, that are identified in common in S 
both documents. 


But there is more. In the “History of the Johnston Family 
by Arista Johnston" which you sent me, Arista makes a statement 
that his mother and father were first cousins since his mother 
was the daughter of Daniel Johnston and his father the son of 
John Johnston (Jr.). Once again the enclosed will of John 
Johnston, Sr. verifies that Daniel Johnston and John Johnston, 
Jr. were brothers so this checks. 


All the foregoing convinces me that Col. John Johnston and 
John Johnston, Jr. of McIntosh Bluff were one and the same. 


As to the disagreement about whether our Johnston ancestors 
came by way of Norfolk or St. Mary!s, I submit the following: 


In the summer of 1984 I visited the Chamber of Commerce at 
St. Mary's, Georgia (formerly Florida). While there I picked up 
several documents of interest, among which was a copy of a 
special edition of A Guide To Camden County, presented by the 
Camden County Tribune (a newspaper of St. Mary's). It is titled 
“All Roads Lead to Camden County." I am enclosing copies of 
some pages of this document. As you can see by page 5, not only 
was William Johnston living there, but in 1792 he was one of 
five people who were appointed by the Georgia Legislature as 
First Commissioners for the town of St. Mary's. So I am very 
satisfied with our St. Mary's version of the immigration of my 
Johnston family. 


I appreciate the copy of the Deryl Johnston letter which 
you sent me. I note that he says that the Johnstons migrated to 
McIntosh Bluff circa 1785. I accept that date versus the 1797 
which I copied from the history of McIntosh Methodist Church. 

It helps to explain the info on page 396 of the history of 
Washington County. There it shows- that John Johnston,- Sr. had 
presented a land claim in the San Estevan district in 1787. 


Page 396 of said history also shows a Daniel Johnston, 
father, and Daniel Johnston, son. On page 418, same book, we 7 
learn that Daniel Johnston (father) was 70 years old in 1796. 

This means that he was born ini1726. He could not be of my 
lineage because Sir William Johnston (my ancestor) did not marry Ps 
Honor Killingsworth until after he came to St. Mary's in. 1745. <

So --- this means there were at least three Daniel Johnstons at 
McIntosh Bluff, circa 1800, and only one was kin to me. 


I am enclosing a copy of a letter written by Governor = 
Douglas H. Johnston, of the Chickasaw Nation of Oklahoma, to my 
paternal grandmother, Virginia P. Johnston Pringle. This letter 
plus the info contained on Arista Johnston's “Family Tree of 
Col. John Johnston" pretty well establishes that my paternal 
grandmother was the daughter of John Johnston, III (also known 
as Jack Johnston), and the granddaughter of Col. John Johnston. 

So --- I am a descendant of John Johnston, Sr. of McIntosh Bluff 


on both sides of my family. 


I do apologize for one great big error that I made when 
doing the Johnston history. I assumed that Joseph Johnston 
(born 1791) and the Reverend Joseph Calloway Johnston were one 
and the same. This is inexcusable, because I had in hand 
information from the history of the McIntosh Methodist Church 
that Joseph Johnston married Clara*“Cato and Joseph Calloway 
Johnston married Stella Amanda Rush. Stella Amanda Rush was a 
granddaughter of Joseph Johnston -and Clara Cato. 


Unfortunately, my error was published in the history of 
Washington County so there's no telling how much confusion I 
have created. 


Actually I think Joseph Calloway Johnston must have been of 
the other Daniel Johnston lineage. 


After you have had a chance to study the documents which I 
have enclosed, I would be happy to have a phone call from you.

I am enclosing what information I could 
find on him. There was no formal obituary in the 
paper, however, the enclosed article appeared 
in the first paper after the hurricane. Also 
enclosed are the pages from the pages which we 
received from Washington, DC on lighthouse keepers 
along the Gulf Coast, and an article from the 
Mississippi Press in 1977. 


I note on the 1900 census that Charles Johnsson 


states that he came to the U.S. in 1868 and that 
he was a naturalized citizen. You should be able 
to find his naturalization papers and perhaps 
they will give you more information on exactly 
where he came from and also on Kate, his wife. 
She states she came from Germany in 1864, but 
does not say. she was naturalized. 


I hope that this is of help to you. If 
we can be of further service please let us know.

The baptism/birth dates I have 
are from the Church of the Immaculate Conception in Mobile, AL. Many Protestants 
don't think to check the Catholic Church for records on their Protestant ancestors. 
However, there are many Protestant entries contained within their records. Their records 
are closed to the public. You have to work through the Archivist. The Archivist who 
helped me with my research is now deceased, so I can't refer you to any specific person. 
If you would like copies of any of their records you can call them to get the specifics - 
(205) 434-1585. They charge a modest, reasonable fee. The original records, or a 
translation of them, most likely will give you the names of the sponsors, occupations, and 
where they are from.

Historical Note — Johnstons in Scotland

Clan Johnston 


Johnston as a family name first appeared in Scotland in the 
12th century. In ancient documents and rolls it is recorded in 
several variations, viz.: Jhonestoun, Johnestoun, Johnnestoun, 
Johnestoune, Johnnstoun, Johnstown, Jonestone, Jonestoune, Jon- 
istun, Jhonston, Johnstone, and more often Johnston. In America 
many Johnstons have dispensed with the “t,” and the name ap- 
pears as Johnson in the early land grant and patent records of the 
i Colony of Virginia. 

3 Robert Bruce, Lord of Annandale and King of Scotland, in the 
12th century granted lands in Annandale, referred to as John’s 
i 


Town or Johnston, to John, designated John de Johnstoun. Mac- 

Veigh, a Scottish authority, has written: “. .. from the position 
3 taken by this John of Johnston and descendants, it is evident that 
| he was a man of gentle birth and he probably came to Dumfries- 
i shire with the Bruces.” It is judged that the Johnstons were a 
branch of the celebrated Comyn family, and came originally from 
Loraine in Normandy with William the Conqueror in 1066. This 
judgment is based on the seal used by Sir John of Johnston and 
his son, Sir Gilbert of Johnstoun, in 1296 when they signed the 
Ragman Roll, an act of submission to Edward I. Sir Gilbert of 
Johnstoun is sometimes credited with the establishment of the 
Clan Johnston. 

Early records associate John and his son Gilbert of Johnston 
with the Bruces, Lords of Annandale. One such record is a pledge 
of an early Sir Gilbert of Johnston for his overlord, Sir Robert of 
Bruce, in an agreement with his mother and her second husband, 
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(Bain, 1, 1465), Sir Nicholays Johannis, per- 
petual chaplain of the altar of Holy Cross, 
Brechin, 1493, appears in the same document as 
Sir Nicholas Johnson (REB., u, 187), and 
Thomas Jonsoun was burgess of Ayr in 1503 
(Friars Ayr, p. 70). Some Mactans, q.¥., 
have Englished their name Johnson. The 
northern (Caithness) Johnsons are descended 
from John, third son of George Gunn, the 
Crowner. Johnnesson 1424, Johnnessone 15380, 
Johnseun 1565, Jonson 1422, Jonsone 1510. 


JOIINSTON, Jounstone. Shortly after 1174 
John the founder of the family of Johnstone, 
gave his name to his lands in Annandale, 
Dunifriesshire, whence his son Gilbert took 
his surname. “Who John, the father of Gilbert, 
was it is now perhaps impossible to determine. 
Ile may have been a native settler who, when 
the Bruces were made lords of Annandale, 
elected to hold his lands from them, or, as 
seems most likely, he followed his overlords 
from their Yorkshire, or more southern, estates, 
and was gifted with the lands to which he 
gave his name, and which, later, formed the 
parish and barony of Johnstone” (Sc. Peer., 1, p. 
231). Gilbert, son of John, appears in charters 
granted by William, lord of Annandale, 1195- 
}215. Within the same period he is also styled 
Gilbertus de Jonistoune, “thus in a brief space 
showing both the patronymic and the terri- 
torial surname” (ibid., p. 230). Gilbert, son 
of John, witnessed a charter by William Bruce 
to Adam de Carlyle between 1194 and 1214, 
aud as Gillebertus de Jonistune he witnessed 
a charter of the lands of Pennersaughs within 
the same period (Annandale, 1, p. 2, 3). Ro- 
bertus de Jonistoun witnessed a “charter by 
Gilbert of Glencarny to Duncan of Feryn- 
drawcht, c. 1281-98 (Grant, wm, p. 7). Johan 
de Jonestone, knight of the county of Dunfrys, 
Gilbert de Jonestone of Dumfriesshire, and 
Thomas de Jonestone of Roxburghshire, ren- 
dered homage, 1296. The seal of Johan shows 
a shicld with two garbs (?) and a canton 
dexter over a third; charges indistinct, S’ Iohis 
de lonestone militis, while the seal of Gilbert 
is a gem bearing a head in profile, 8’ Gilberti 
de lonestovn (Bain, u, p. 185, 200, 202, 549). 
Stephen de Johnston, called the Clerk, said 
to ewe been a younger brother of the laird 
of Annandale, was secretary to Thomas, earl of 
Mar who died in 1877 (Inverurie, p. 453). 
Aye (= Adam) Jonson was present at the 
perambulation of the bounds of Kyrknes and 
Louchor, 1895 (RPSA., p. 3), and William 
Jonson of Mourthull was one of the assizors 
on the marches of Woodwrae, 1388 (Banff, 
p. 22). Andrew Johnson (? for Johnston) 
called “Schaklok” was admitted burgess of 
Aberdcen, 1436 (NSCM., 1, p. 4), and Adam

of Jonstoun was one of the conservators of the 
truce between Scotland and England, 1451 
(Bain, rv, 1239). John Johnston alias Jonston, 
a native of the vill of Jonstone in Scotland, 
received letters of denization in England, 1468, 
and Adam of Johnston, Robin of Johnston, 
Gilbert of Johnston, and Mathewe of Johnstone, 
who petitioned for safe conducts to travel 
in England in the same year (Bain, 1v, 13835, 
1840), probably derived their surnames from 
Perth which was often named Johnstoun or 
St. Johnstoun in record. Another territorial 


family of Johnstones took their name from the 


lands of Jonystoun, now Johnstonburn, an 
estate in the parish of Humbie, East Lothian. 
Hugh de Jonystoun witnessed a charter of 
these lands to the House of Soltre (Soutra), 
c. 1250 (Soltre, p. 81). Between 1296 and 
1324 John de Jonystoun “quondam filius Hu- 
gonis de Jonystoun” resigned to Soltre “totam 
terram meam de Jonystoun cum omnibus liber- 
tatibus et aysiamentis” (ibid., p. 40). Robert 
Johnnston alias “Ding the Devill” in record, 
1609 (RPC., vu, p. 778). In former days 
the Johnstones formed one of the most power- 
ful and turbulent clans of the West Border, 
and were at constant feud with their neigh- 
bors, especially the Maxwells, hence probably 
their ironical description, “the gentle John- 
stones.” Jhonestowne 1609, Jhonstoun 1616, 
Johanstoun 1450, Johnestoun 1493, Johne- 
stoune 1530, Johngston 1736, Johnnesone 1530, 
Johnnestoun 1608, Johnnestoune 1558, Johnns- 
toun 1503, Johnstounne 1575, Joneston 1245, 
Jonhesone 1491, Jonhstone 1499, Joniston 
1529, Jonstoun 1683. 


JOINER. A variant of Jenner, q.v., influenced 
by the occupative name ‘joiner.’ Alexander 
Joyner in Aberdeen, 1798 (Aberdeen CR.). 


JOINSON. A north English form of Johnson. 
Donald Joinson was married in December, 
1941. See Joynson, 


JOLLIE, Joury. Alan Joyly apud Bervy had 
a precept of remission in 1492 (RSS., 1, 17), 
and James Joly was vicar of Dalry in 1541 
(Anderson). Janet Jolly in Leslie, 1646 (PBK., 
p. 294), George Jollie was retoured heir of 
uis brother, Robert Jollie, burgess of Edin- 
burgh, 1677 (Retours, Edinburgh, 1243), and 
Janet Jolly appears at Custitoun, 1681 (Kirk- 
cudbright). Charles Jolly or Jollie was prisoner 
in Canongate Tolbooth, Edinburgh, 1684 
(BOEC,, ix, p. 121, 123), and Mr. George 
Jollie was minister in Cockenzic, 1689 (RPC., 
3. ser, xiv, p. 825). Rev. James Jollie was 
senior chaplain of Church of Scotland and 
chaplain of St. Andrew’s Church, Madras.

In ancient times the Chief of the Clan Johnston held the office 
of Steward of Annandale, and often was Warden of the western 
marches. In suppressing predatory border incursions, the John- 
stons distinguished themselves by their valor, and assumed the 
; device of the winged spur and the motto, “Aye Ready.” A later 

: Sir John Johnston was a leader in the famous Battle of Chevy 

: Chase, fought in 1338 in which the English were defeated, and 

another, Adam Johnston, commanded the right wing of the Scot- 
tish Army at the Battle of Lochmafenstone, fought in 1448 in . 
which 6,000 Englishmen were routed. When not in conflict with 

the English, the Johnstons waged constant warfare with the 

Douglasses and Maxwells, thoroughly defeating the latter at the 
ty celebrated Battle of Dryfe. They not only patrolled the western 

marches, but were daring border raiders. Sir Walter Scott in 
The Fair Maid of Perth said: 


Within the bounds of Annandale 
| The gentle Johnstones ride; 
They have been there a thousand years, 
And a thousand more they’ll bide. 


About 1347 the Johnstons discarded the old Johnston Arms, 
which resembled those of the Comyn family, then unpopular, and 
new Arms were adopted, based, like the Arms of most Annandale 
families, on those of overlords Bruce and Randolph. The new 
Coat was: Argent a saltire sable, on a chief of the second three 
cushions of the first. é 
| Several titles have been conferred on the Chief of the Clan 
Johnston. Sir James Johnston was created Lord Johnstone and 
| Earl of Hartfell. His son James, by whom he was succeeded, was 
created Earl of Hartfell and Annandale, and his son William was 

made Marquess of Annandale. This branch of the family is now 

' represented by the Hope-Johnstones. Two other titles are the 

Barony of Johnston (represented in 1925 by the 10th Baronet, 
Sir George Johnston) and the Baronetcy of Nova Scotia, the seat 
of which is Caskieben in Aberdeenshire. 

After the annexation of Scotland in 1603 upon the ascension to 
the throne of England of James IV of Scotland, the need to guard 
the border ceased, and as that had been the principal occupation 
of the Johnstons many were idled. And many of them emigrated 
to Virginia in the decades following the establishment of the 
Colony in 1607. “Ships, more or less ill-provided for carrying 

uman beings, went direct from...the mouth of the Annan...” 
In this setting William Johnston appeared in Virginia — but 
whether by birth or as an emigrant has not been established.

The petite brunette turned down the. 
chance to attend any other university in 
the nation for LSU. After she won the 
America’s Junior Miss tithe, a number of 
those who interviewed her tried to talk 
her into using her scholarship winnings 
toward an Ivy League education. “It 
(the $25,000-plus) wouldn't last two 
years there.” is Susan’s sentiment 

Her father. being an LSU grad. and 
the University’s speech and hearing 
curriculum helped to steer Susan 
toward LSU. “I narrowed down my 
choices to LSU and USM (University of 
Southern Mississippi in Hattiesburg) 


because of the speech and hearing 
departmenis. | wanted to go away from 
home for awhile,’ she adds. 

Susan got a good taste of being 
away from home after she won the 
title. The day after she was selected. 
she was off to New York City for an 
appearance on the NBC television 
network morning program. “Today.” 
“Thad to leave straight from the 
pageant to New York, dirty clothes and 
all.” she recalls. Along the way. her 
luggage was lost and did not make its 
way to New York until 3 in the 
morning. 

After a brief return home. Susan was 
off for a 10-day tour. making 
appearances in Chicago. New Orleans. 
Atlanta, Jackson. Miss.. and 
Minneapolis. In New Orleans. she was

All the tests were 
negative. Nothing could be found that 
was the probable cause.” 

“| have nerve deafness. Thousands 
of little nerve endings that respond to 
different tones are dead. A person who 
has this nerve deafness loses hearing 
gradually. The high tones go first, and

“T workedntil I was six months preg- 
nant and I w never put on bed rest,” she 
said. “I had nachine at home and I had to 
monitor my¢ an hour twice a day to see if 
I was havingntractions.” 

Johnson w hospitalized for three days ‘at 
28 weeks toop contractions, but was able 
to carry theibies to 35 weeks before they 
were deliver by C-section on June 27 at 
Biloxi Regiol Hospital. 

Jalen machis arrival first, weighing 3 
pounds, 10 nces; followed by Juan at 3 
pounds, 15 aces, and Jamal weighing 4 
pounds, 3 oves.

babies were healthy and transported to Gulf- © 


port Memorial Hospital where they spent 
the next two weeks. 

“The only thing wrong was that their lungs 
were not fully developed,” Johnson said. 
“They didn’t even have to come home with 
monitors on.” 

Most preemies progress at different rates 
and are usually released from the hospital 
one at a time. In Johnson’s case, all three 
babies came home the same day. 

“The night before they were released, the 
hospital called and asked if I wanted to doa 
room-in with the babies so I would get use to 
getting up every three hours to feed them,” 
she said. “It was crazy the first few weeks we 


got them home, but now we’ve pretty much © 


settled into a routine.” 

With all three on a four-hour schedule, 
Johnson now has feeding down to a fine art. 

“They wake up, I go down the line and 
get them all fed and burped and then change 
their diapers,” she said. “I go through about 
AO diapers a day and T usually fix about 15 
bottles at a time.” 

Since the babies arrived home July 14, 
family and friends have pitched in to help.

When people come to the house, he 
tells them if the babies are not crying or if 
they don’t have their eyes open, don’t touch 
them. He doesn’t want them spoiled.”

As a mere youth, he saw service in the Sem- 
inole War; served in the Mexican War; and 
though advanced in years, was a gallant sol- 
dier and officer of the Confederacy, for which 
he gave up his life at the Battle of Missionary 
Ridge, near Lookout Mountain, in 1863. He 
was the son of Frank Johnson and Elizabeth 
Greaves of Georgetown District, S. C. The 
Johnsons are of English, Irish and Scotch an- 
cestry. Mr. Johnson’s mother was a native 
Mississippian, daughter of William Graham 
and wife, Elizabeth Cumbert, of East Pasca- 
goula, Miss. Being a youth of some fifteen 
years, at the close of the War for Southern 
Independence, Francis Marion Johnson had 
little opportunity for education. As a youth 
he attended the schools of his county and by 
close application prepared himself for the 
study of law and after completing his law 
course was admitted to the bar in 1879. His 
chief business, however, has been the handling, 
purchase and sale of lumber. Mr. Johnson 
has served as Magistrate, member of the Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors, and Alderman of 
the town of West Point, his residence, and in 
every position has displayed good judgment 
and intelligence. He has represented his 
county in a number of State Conventions, and 
was elected to the House of Representatives 
November 7, 1911. In November 1915, he was 
elected to the State Senate and in 1919 was 
elected to the House of Representatives.

JOHN BAXTER RICKETTS, of Jackson, 
Miss., was born November 20, 1886, at Brook- 
haven, Miss. His father, Robert Scott Ricketts 
was born at Vicksburg, Warren County, Miss., 
and was one of the State’s ripest scholars and 
most successful educators. He lived at Iiaton 
Rouge, La., Port Gibson, Brookhaven and 
Jackson, Miss. He was a Confederate solfier 
for four years, serving in the Third Louisiana 
Cavalry and in the Signal Corps. For over 
fifty years he taught in Mississippi schools 
and colleges, being for twenty-one years 2 
member of the faculty of Whitworth College 
at Brookhaven and for twenty-four years a 
member of the Millsaps College faculty. Tle 
paternal grandparents of Representative 
Ricketts were Reuben Barron Ricketts and 
Martha Cosby Ricketts, who lived at East 
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Baton Rouge Parish, La., and later in Missis- 
sippi. Reuben Barron Ricketts was a native 
of Kentucky Martha Cosby Ricketts, of Geor- 
gia. The mother of Representative Ricketts 
was, before her marriage, Betha Burnley, the 
daughter of Edwin Burnley and Maria Louisa 
Baxter Burnley of Copiah County, Miss. Hd- 
win Burnley was a native of Virginia; Martha 
Louisa Baxter Burnley, of New Jersey. John 
Baxter Ricketts attended Millsaps Prepara- 
tory School, 1898 to 1901; Millsaps College, 
1901 to 1905, from which he was graduated 
with the degree of A. B. in 1905. He later at- 
tended Millsaps Law School, 1906-1906 and 
was graduated from that department with 
the degree of LL. B. In 1906 he entered the 
practice of his profession at Jackson; he nev- 
er held office nor ran for office until elected 
to the Legislature of 1920-24. Mr. Ricketts 
resigned from the Legislature in the autumn 
of 1920 to accept a position of importance in 
Greenville, S. C. His war record is as fol- 
lows: Enlisted and went to training camp 
at Leon Springs, Texas, in August 1917. En- 
listed as a private in 124th U. S. Field Artil- 
lery at Camp Logan, Texas on December 2, 
1917; served as private two months, then as 
sergeant; later appointed Sergeant Major, 
March 1, 1918; Foreign Service, May 27, 1918 
to July 22, 1919. Took part in the following 
campaigns: St. Mihiel, Argonne, Argonne- 
Meuse. In Army of Occupation, Luxemburg, 
January 1, to March 2, 1919. Sent as student 
to University of Toulouse, France, where en- 
rolled from March to July 1919; honorably 
discharged from U. S. Army at Camp Shelby, 
Miss., August 4, 1919. He is a Democrat and 
has served on the Executive Committee for 
the city of Jackson. He is a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, being a 
steward in the Galloway Memorial Church at 
Jackson. He is a member of the Masons and 
Odd Fellows and is unmarried. 
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THE RAIN FAMILY 


Elouise Smith Redditt’s new family book covering her Rain-Johaston-Linder 
uflcestors is unusual, for many of her “lines” lay among Tories (United 
Empire Loyalists) during the American Revolution! These prominent British 
sympathizers gave up their holdings in the rebelling colonies, Med to East 
Florida, and some on to the Louisiana-Mississippi reviai. 


Following Bonnie Prince Charlie in his unsuccessful claim to the Crown, 
ancestor Sir William Johnston lost all, left Scotland anal settled in St. Mary’s, 
Florida (now the Camden County, Georgia areajin 1745, wrote Eluuise. 
Successive generations migrated to Melntosh Blulf, Mississippi Territory, now 
part of Alabama. 


Poor Captain John Linder of Purysburg, S.C. in 1743 was turned down in his 
bid for a lot in Savannah when the governing body of Savannah rejected his 
petition “as Linder is known to bea troublesome man, bul board thought fit 
to give leave for his taking up. 50 acres of land among the Swiss, his country 
men at Acton, if he thinks fit.” John apparently never became a Georgia 
colonist, for he appears in records of the Purysburg Huguenot settlement 
until the Revolution, when-he was classified as an “Obnoxious Person” by the 
Rebel government, and John, Jr, was listed as one who had been 
commissioned by the British during the military occupation by the 
British...thus both were confiscated or amerced by Patriot assembly. Like so 
many other sympathizers the Linders show up on the list of Refugees in East 
Plorida in 1783, and by the 1790's the Linders are in West Florida, later to 
become Alabama, near Mobile Bay. 


Cornelius Rain, the earliest ancestor Known, entered intu a pre-marital 
contract with widow Margaret Lucas in 1763, in which she reserved control 
und ownership of six slaves, At this time Margaret Lucas must huve been a 
ciizen of St. John’s Parish, Georgia, which included — the 
Midway-Hardwick-Sunbury settlements, for the contract Was lecurded in her 
“county.” Mrs. Lucas was apparently nol a member of the Midway Chur 
Congregational, for neither her name, nor that of Arthur and sSlivatnathi 
Carney, witnesses tu the Rain-Lucas agreement, appear i recard of the 
Midway congregation 1753 onward. 

When England took possession of East Florida from Spain in 1763 the land 
was opened (o colonization by British subjects. Ina report te the Kiny filed 
by his Surveyor General of the Southern Departnent, Wo G. DeBrahm 


included a list of subjects of the crown then living in Flotics, amone whom 
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was Cornelius Rains. In a swap Spain gave Jamaica to Britain in exchange for 
Florida, so the loyalists of Florida were cast adrift just as they had begun to 
recover the suffering of evacuation from the American colonies! Some 
petitioned Gov. Zespedes, who took command for the Spanish crown, for 
citizenship in Florida. Others asked to be permitted to sell their property and 
leave for British possessions, Others petitioned to settle in lands to the west, 
in West Florida, and the Mississippi River delta. A few asked pardon, and 
retumed to their former homes in the now-free United States. 

Joseph Rains was one of the latter. He petitioned and was naturalized in 
Camden County, Ga. (St. Mary’s) in 1798, stating that he had left Georgia 
with his father “but returned and located in Camden [Co.] BEFORE HE 
WAS 21 years of age.” Widow Winnie Rain, with sons Cornelius and Joseph 
appear in legal records of Camden County in the 1800’s. 


With the information at her disposal, Elouise Redditt has concluded that the 
following relationships: Cornelius Rains and wife Mrs. Margaret Lucas, and 
his brother Joseph Rain: were in Florida 1768-1787. Joseph chose to remain 
in Florida until the Spanish occupation (1783), probably died there and left a 
widow Winnie Rain, who returned to Camden Co., Ga., with her two sons 
Cornelius and Josepy. This younger Joseph was naturalized in Camden Co., 
Ga. in 1798. Cornelius and Margaret Lucas Rain immigrated to the 
Tombigbee River area where he probably died, leaving son Cornelius. 
Margaret remarried to Moses Moore, whose daughter Ann Moore had married 
Joseph Lawrence. Muses Moore died 179! and widow (again!) Margaret then 
married Jolin Linder, Sr. Margaret died in 1800, and John Linder, Sr., about 
1804, 


Concluding her publication are charts of descendants of Cornelius Rain down 
tu moder times. This short book was prepared by Elouise to provide 
information on more recent members of the family, but her research on the 
Curlier generations of these lines is continuing. Of course, she would welcome 


additional information on any family members. Please write to Mrs. W. M.

It is my belief that additional information on Margaret Lucas and her former 
husband should be contained in some of the “colonial conveyances” of 
Georgia. There is no recorded colonial will for a Lucas, nor for a Carney. It is 
possible that Margaret was already widowed before she came to Georgia, but 
ii seems more likely that her husband had died intestate. To own six slaves in 
1763 was a financial feat — one would expect that Lucas also had other 
Property which would appear of record.

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Elouise has been forced to delve in many obscure records to come up with 
this much infurmation on her family. Perhaps with the coming of the 
Revolutionary centennial, and anticipated publication of many Loyalist 
papers, journals, diaries, etc., she will be enabled to fill in more contemporary 
information on her various Loyalists! 


Finally, the recent advent of a Linder Family Society and quarterly 
newsletter may provide not only connection with “cousins” but additional 
material from family holdings,

JOHNSTON DATA for Mrs. Redditt from Mrs. J.F. Reeves, 1620 Redbud, 
Nacogdoches, Tex. 75961. Following the report in PUZZLER 226 of Mrs. 
Redditt’s new book on the Rain family, Mrs. Reeves believes that the 
WILLIAM JOHNSTON mentioned therein is connected with her ancestor. 
ABRAHAM JOHNSTON, b. ca. 1734, d. 1806 in Warren Co., Ga. lived until 
1796 in Chester Co.,Pa. Mrs. Reeves has a copy of 4 resolution drawn up 
when he left. This paper mentions that Abraham Johnston was going to 
Georgia because his father WILLIAM JOHNSTON was already there! 

In Jones Co. is a will of one WILLIAM JOHNSTON mentioning a son 
ABRAHAM, but dated 1838, probably much too late for the William, futher 
of her Abraham. 

Some of her ancestors living in Columbia Cu., Ga. drew up a protest when 
fighting begun at Lexington, she added. This Johnston line leads to MARK

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CHAPTER 1 
William Johnston 


First Generation 


William Johnston, who lived from 1648 to 1719, of Isle of 
Wight County, Virginia, is the ancestor of the Johnstons and 
their descendants who are the subject-matter of this study. His 
ancestry has not been established as yet, but it has always been 
claimed by his descendants that he was of the ancient Annandale 
stock of Dumfriesshire, Scotland. Surviving records of Virginia 
in the crucial area for this period are limited; it is not until 1665 
that William Johnston, as the ancestor of the Johnstons who fol- 
low can be established with reasonable certitude despite intrigu- 
ing earlier appearances of the name. 


On December 23, 1656, William Johnson patented fifty acres 
of land on the Nansemond River, in the present Isle of Wight 
County, for his personal adventure to the Virginia Colony,! and 
the grant was renewed October 29, 1637.2 On October 12, 1640, 
Percivall Champion patented fifty acres on Nansemond River ad- 
joining the land of William Johnson.? On August 10, 1642, Wil- 
liam Johnson was used as a headright by William Prior in Charles 
River (now York) County.* On April 10, 1644, William John- 
son and John Johnson were used as headrights by Samuel Abbott 
in James City County.*® On April 23, 1646, William Johnson and 
Daniel Johnson were used as headrights in Upper Norfolk 
(now Nansemond) County by Richard Moore and William Wal- 
ton.* On September 9, 1648, William Johnson and John John- 
son were named as headrights of Randall Crew in Nansemond 
County.7| They were also used as headrights by Lieut.-Colonel 
John Blake and Edward Ison in Nansemond County on February 
20, 1664/65, ® and again June 7, 1666, by Capt. Joseph Bridger 
and William Burgh of Isle of Wight and Nansemond Counties. ® 
William Johnson does not appear in the records for the next 
twelve years, and then suddenly as the father of an illegitimate 
child by a daughter of Colonel Thomas Woodward (1604-1677), 
first Surveyor-General of the Carolina Colony. 


Philarete Woodward, on December 21, 1678, signed a receipt 
for 4,000 pounds of tobacco in a cask from William Johnson “for 
ye maintenance of my child”; it was witnessed by Thomas Wood- 
ward (Jr.) and John (ID) Duffie.?° By August 24, 1680, Phil- 
arete Woodward was the wife of John Giles of Isle of Wight 
County; for with her consent he executed a deed of gift to Jane, 
“daughter of said Philarete,” of a plantation of 400 acres at. 
Blackwater where Edward Hayes lived, with reversion to said 
John Giles in event of Jane’s death without issue; witnessed by 
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4 WILLIAM JOINNSTON AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


John Harris and Richard (x) Poole. "! 

It is evident Jane was the daughter of William Johnston 
by Philarete Woodward. It has not been ascertained whether 
she lived to maturity; a careful examination of land records 
after 1695 might reveal Jane with a husband and the same 400 
acres, 


William Johnson owed the estate of Colonel Joseph Bridger of 
Isle of Wight 527 bushels of wheat on June 28, 1686, according 
to an appraisal of the estate’? On August 16, 1690, William 
Johnson of the Lower Parish of Isle of Wight County bought 
100 acres on a branch (part of 2,100 acres patented by George 
Pierce September 21, 1674) in said parish from George (P) and 
Ann (x) Pierce of the same place; witnessed by John Browne 
and William Crumpler. On October 9, 1691, William Johnston, 
Dr. John Johnson, Major Arthur Allen and others received pay- 
ments from the estate of Christopher Wade. 


William Johnston married Sarah Griffeth, daughter of Owen 
Griffeth. Sarah and son-in-law William Johnson, and his widow 
Marvy Griffeth, were named in Owen Griffeth’s will, dated July 
15, 1698, and witnessed by Jane Bragg and Henry Applewhite. '® 
On December 9, 1698, William (W) Johnson in a deposition relat- 
ing to Thomas Norsworthy testified that he, William, was fifty 
years of age, thereby fixing 1648 as the year of his birth.'® On 
September 11, 1700, William (W) Johnson and William (W) Wil- 
liams witnessed a deed of William and Elizabeth (I) Crumpler to 
William Carver in the sale of land south of Blackwater Swamp in 
the Lower Parish.'* On September 8, 1701, William (W) and 
Sarah (S) Johnson of the Lower Parish of Isle of Wight County, 
Blacksmith, sold 100 acres of the Pierce purchase land to John 
Bardin of the Upper Parish; witnessed by William Crumpler and 
William Williams.’* On October 20, 1702, William Johnson 
patented 428 acres of land south of Blackwater River in Isle of 
Wight County on account of having imported nine persons into the 
colony. '’ In 1704 William Johnson, John Rarden, Arthur White- 
head, and George Pierce appraised the estate of John Cooke. *° 
On April 9, 1705, William Johnson, Henry Pope, and Arthur 
Whitehead appraised the estate of George Pierce. ?! 

On August 18, 1715, Madison and Margaret (M) Street and 
Ann (A) Surby and Sarah (S) Surby of Newport Parish, daugh- 
ters of bom late John Surby, sold William Johnson for 2,100 
pounds of tohaceo a tract of 150 acres in said Parish (from 200 
bought by Toke Surby from George Pierce July.27, 1691) ; wit- 
nessed by William (W) Brewer, William (W) Daniel, and Nich- 
olas (S) Berren, 22 

William (W) Johnson made his will in Isle of Wight County 
April 10, 1719. It was probated September 28, of the same 
year. He named his son, John Johnson, to be his executor, and

also gave him a reversional interest in his home plantation. 
Other devises and bequeaths were: a life estate in the home plan- 
tation of 150 acres to his widow, Sarah Johnson; a plantation of 
150 acres to his son, William, on which he lived; 128 acres to his 
son, Thomas Johnson; his blacksmith tools [and apparently a 
tract of 150 acres of land] to his son, Benjamin Johnson, and 
ten shillings, sterling money, to Hardy Council, a friend. 78 

The estate of William Johnson, Sr., was inventoried October 24, 
1719, by John Johnston, executor, and personal property as fol- 
lows was reported: 31 cattle, 5 calves, 75 hogs, 2 horses, a mare 
and foal, 12 sheep; 6 chairs, 3 chests, 2 trunks, looking glass, 
small table, framed table, 4 beds with cording and steads; 4 books, 
gun, £0.14.6 in cash, 2 wallets, 2 saddles, 3 bridles; 9 pewter 
dishes, 6 pewter basins, 19 pewter plates, 8 pewter porringers, 24 
spoons, stone mug, drinking glass, earthen plate, pewter tankard, 
brass candlestick, 7 glass bottles, 2 knives and forks, glass salt 
cellar; tin funnel, earthen pot, 2 frying pans, 2 iron potracks, 
iron spit, pair of fire tongs, 4 iron pots, 2 trays, meal bag; draw- 
ing knife, handsaw, crosscut saw, pair of steelyards, pair of 
sheepshears, pair of tailor’s shears, 2 iron pestles, pair of wedges, 
broad hoe, 2 sickles, part of a set of smith’s-tools, 8 grindstones, 
horse collar, pair of hames, 2 old halters, 8 cidér casks; canoe, 
flat; some tallow, some beeswax, bushel of salt, barrel of corn, 
some old pewter, some old iron, some cooper’s ware; 4 sides of 
leather, 2 raw deerskins, 5 deerskins, some yarn, some wool, 
some cotton, half-pound of thread, some silk and mohair buttons, 
26 yards of ozenberg, 11 yards of carsey, 3 yards of blue linen, 9 
yards of white ozenberg, 3 yards of ticking, 15 yards of serge, 
6 yards of drugget, 4 yards of shawl; quire of paper, blank book, 
some pipes, some powder and shot; wearing clothes, 6 hanker- 
chiefs, pair of worsted stockings, and a muslin neck cloth. ”4

estate. 45 On — , 1748/49, John Johnson, Sr., and John Johnson, Jr., 
of Isle of Wight County sold James Fowler for £10.0.0 current Virginia 
money 150 acres on Blackwater at the mouth of Deep Branch adjoining 
James Peden, John Johnson, Sr., the patent line, and Blackwater Swamp 
(from a patent of 428 acres to William Johnson of October 28, 1702); wit- 
nessed by Matthew Griffin, Joseph Jones, and Robert (x) Carr. 36 

On February 22, 1748, John Johnson of Isle of Wight County paid Thomas 
Davis of Northampton County, North Carolina, £5.0.0 current Virginia 
money for 75 acres in the latter county south of Kirby’s Creek on Mandue’s 
Rranch; witnessed by Joseph Johnson, Oliver Woodard and John Wood- 
ard. 37 On January 14, 1750, John Johnson of Northampton County sold 
Noah Predham for £22.10.0 current Virginia money 118 acres adjoining 
Benjamin Thomas and a swamp (formerly owned by Thomas Richardson); 
witnessed by William Baker, Susannah Baker, and Esther Caudell, 38 

John Johnson, “Being Old and in years,” signed his will in Northampton 
County on January 27, 1745/46, and it was probated there in August Court, 
1758. He left granddaughter Mary Johnson Bridger, a feather bed and 
furniture, iron pot, 4 dishes, 2 plates, small tankard, 12 spoons, and an iron 
skillet; his wife and executrix Mary Johnson, he referred to as the heir 
of other real and personal property; presumably the rest of his estate was 
given to her, and witnesses were James (ft) Johnson and Nicholas Boon. 3! 
On June 15, 1755, Mary (M) Johnson of Northampton County deeded to 
her granddaughter Mary Johnson Bridger of the same place for love the 
home plantation and all other of the estate; witnessed by James Washing- 
ton, Robert Tharp, and Theophilus Tharp. 4°

II, WILLIAM JOHNSTON, JR.: He lived in Isle of Wight County, Vir- 
ginia, before moving to Bertie County, North Carolina, and later to Edpge- 
combe County.

Precinct on Sandy Branch near Roanoke River and bounded by Great Fresh 
Pond, Reedy Branch, and Sea Side Hills. 4! On September 5, 1728, Wil- 
liam Johnson patented 165 acres in Isle of Wight south of Lightwood Swamp 
adjoining Bartholmew Andrews and Round Hill Swamp.4- On November 
7, 1723, he patented 200 acres in Bertie Precinct north of Morratuck (Roan= 
oke) River adjoining William Green and Falling Run. 43 

On September 22, 1729, William Johnson of Bertie Precinct sold Anthony 
Lewis, Jr., for £30.0.0 a tract of 150 acres in Isle of Wight County south 
of Blackwater (part of a grant to William Johnson, Sr., of 428 acres on 
October 28, 1702); witnessed by John Johnson, Benjamin Johnson, and 
Richard (RB) Reel. 44 On April 20, 1733, William (WJ) Johnson of North 
Carolina sold John Ingram of Isle of Wight Cuuiity 165 acres south of Light- 
wood Swamp adjoining Bartholomew Andrews and Round Hill Swamp 
(patented by said William Johnson September 1, 1723); witnessed by Wil- 
liam Branch, Mtheldred Taylor, and Joseph Gray. 45 


On August 17, 1734, John (x) Lee sold William Johnston for £12.0.0 a 
tract of 200 acres in Edgecombe County north of Conoconary Creek adjoin- 
ing said Johnston and Joseph Moore; witnessed by Needham Bryant and 
Thomas Cook. ‘® On February 14, 1739/40, William Johnston patented 300 
acres in Edgecombe County north of Conehoe Creek adjoining John Lee 
and Rocky Run.47) On November 10, 1748, William Johnston proved three

rights with three whites, for taking up land in Edgecombe County. 48 On 
March 1, 1743/44, William Johnston patented 640 acres in Edgecombe County 
on the Miry Branch of Chockeot Swamp adjoining Cureton. 4 On May 12, 
1744, William Johnston of Edgecombe County sold John Gambell for £10.0.0 
sterling money of Great Britain a tract of 125 acres; witnessed by Robert 
Harris, William (x) Smith, and Mary (x) Smith, 50 

On May 14, 1744, William Johnston of Edgecombe County sold Robert 
Harris for £5.0.0 sterling money of England 126 acres adjoining John 
Gambill; witnessed by William (x) Smith and Mary Smith.5! On Jan- 
uary 8, 1744/45, William Johnston sold Robert Harris for £50.0.0 sterling 
money of England 640 acres south of Chockeyot Creek adjoining William 
Smith and Richard Cuerton; witnessed by Richard Cuerton, Jr., and Han- 
nah (x) Cuerton, “ye younger.”52 On April 11, 1745, William Johnston 
patented 600 acres in Edgecombe County on Chockeot Cretk. 53 

William Johnston died after August of 1747, and before February 22, 
1748. He did not leave a will of record, and the Edgecombe County Book 
of Inventories, Accounts, Sales, and Divisions of Estates, 1782-58, does not 
contain the pages for the period between August Court, 1747, and May 
Court, 1748. The Christian name of his wife does not appear of record. 
However, the family can be largely reconstructed by a study of their_ land 
transactions in Edgecombe (now Halifax) County. Sons: 


1. William Johnston, III: He lived near the boundary between Halifax 
(then Edgecombe) and Northampton Counties, North Carolina, and died 
in Northampton County in the latter part of August, 1777.

£30.0.0 Virginia money 320 acres on Kehukee Swamp in Edgecombe County; 
witnessed by Isanc Edwards and John Whitaker.°7 On May 24, 1760, Wil- 
liam Johnson of Northampton County sold Ransford Flower, ffor £20.0.0 
current Virginia money 150 acres*north of Beaver Pond Creek, at.the mouth 
of Tar Kiln Branch, and Mitchell’s, Branch; witnessed by Henry Crittenden, 
William Mitchell, and John Crittenden, 54 \ 


On January 11, 1769, William Johnson of Northampton County sold Wil- 
liam Mitchell for £40.0.0 current Virginia money 175 acres north of Beaver 
Pond Creek adjoining Flowers, Tar Kiln Branch, Mitchell’s Branch, David 
Razar, Hackney, andthe County Line; witnessed by John Johnson, Jesse 
Mitchell, and John (x) Mitchell. 5® On October 11, 1769, William Johnson 
of Northampton County sold Isham Johnson of the same place for ten shil- 
lings money of Great Britain 155 acres north of Beaver Pond Creek ad- 
joining William Mitchell, Tar Kiln Branch, and the County Line (patented 
by John Moore And Richard Moore on May 18, 1744); witnessed by Jdhn 
Johnson and Noel Vaughan, 8° . ; 

William Johnson made his will in Northampton County on August ‘13, 
1777, and it was probated in September Court, 1777. His estate was left 
as follows: (a) to wife Sarah Johnson, use of two slaves, gift of feather 
bed with rug and blanket, 2 pairs of sheets, other bed furniture, 2 cows 


with calves, 2 steers, 2 sows with pigs, 8 hogs, horse, side sadle, bridle, 
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corn, fodder, sheep, 2 pots, pan, gridiron, box iron and heater, broad axe, 
weeding hoe, 3 case knives and forks, meat, brandy, cotton wheel, cards, 
wool, cotton, chest, meal sifter, leather, tubs, pails, desk, 2 basins, 2 earth- 
en bowls, 2 mugs, 6 plates, 6 spoons, and a table; (b) to son and executor 
John Johnson, reversion right to one slave, and half of the residue; (c) to

County, North Carolina, before moving to Duplin County. He married Sus- 
annah who survived him. 


On February 22, 1747/48, Joseph (JJ) Johnston of Edgecombe County, 
son of William Johnston, deceased, sold Robert Harress of the same place 
for £1,000.0.0 sterling money of England 195 acres “given to me by my 
deceased father William Johnson” adjoining said Harress and Chockyot 
Creek; witnessed by Susannah (x) Johnston, Richard Harress, and Nath- 
aniel (N) Merret. "2 [The price suggests that the Iuand was mostly cleared 
and included an excellent house.} On April 4, 1768, Henry McCulloch sold 
Joseph Johnston of Duplin County for £77.0.0 a tract of 228 acres and for 
£45.0.0 Proclamation Money 147 acres on a branch of Buckskin Branch in 
Sampson County, 5% 


On May 30, 1777, Joseph (x) Johnston of Duplin County sold Francis 
Johnston of the same place for £120.0.0 Proclamation Money 228 acres on 
Golden Grove Swamp (Buckskin Branch); witnessed by John Johnston 
and David Green. “+ On January 3, 1794, John Farrior, Planter, sold Joseph 
Johnston, Planter, for £40.0.0 specie currency of North Carolina 200 acres 
east of Northeast River, south of Muddy Creek, and both sides of Great 
Branch; witnessed by Lemuel (x) Williams and William Farrior. & On 
January 17, 1794, Joseph Johnston sold Lemuel Williams for £80.0.0 current 
N. C. money 100 acres on both sides of Limestone Swamp; witnessed by Wil- 
liam Jones and John Jones. %* On August 26, 1800, Solomon Carey sold 
Joseph Johnston of Duplin County for £100.0.0 a tract of 75 acres on the

Joseph (x) Johnston made his will in Duplin County on September 5, 
1794, and it was probated in January Court, 1802, according to which he 
gave (a) his son William Johnston 320 acres below the mouth of Big Branch 
on Buckskin Branch; (b) his son Robert Johnston, 125 acres in one tract and 
100 in another; (c) his son James Johnston, the home plantation; (d) his 
daughter Susannah, a fourth of the personal property; plus 2 cows with 
calves, a mare, colt, side saddle, and loom; (e) daughter Jane, a fourth 
of the personal property; (f) daughter Sarah, the same; (g) daughter 
Isabel, the same. Executors named were John Robinson, Charles Ward, and 


Edward Pearsall, and witnesses were Charles Ward and Edward Pearsall. 83 
Children: 


(a) William Johnston: He paid James Lanier £50.0.0 current N. C. money 
on February 15, 1804, for 100 acres in Duplin County east of Northeast

(b) Robert Johnston: He appears to have died in Duplin County in 1815, 
possessed of 451 acres of land valued at $960, which was disposed of: (a)

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ston; (b) Sarah Johnston, 77 acres on Middle Branch adjoining Best; (c) 
William Johnston, 43 acres on Middle Branch; (d) John Middleton, 145 acres 
on Big Branch; and (e) James Houston, 128 acres bounded by William 
Johnston and Big Branch.7" His heirs may have been his brother and 
sisters: (i) Johnston — married Andrew Stokes. (ii) Sarah 
Johnston. (iii) William Johnston. (iv.)

(c) James Johnston: He patented 15 acres in Duplin County on July 16, 
1801, on the head waters of Northeast Branch adjoining Levin Watkins, 
William Dunkin, and Shuffield.7! James Johnston made his will in Duplin 
County December 17, 1801; it was probated in January Court, 1802, and 
terms were: (a) wife Jane Johnston, use of a third of his land, and a gift 
of all personal property; (b) if a child shall be born, if shall have half of 
the personal property and all land; (c) brother William Johpston, half of 
the reversional interest in two-thirds of the land ‘‘whereon my father lived’; 
(d) brother Robert Johnston, the other half; (e) sister Jane, a third of 
$135; (f) sister Sarah, the same; (g) sister Isabel, the same. Executors 
named were his brother William Johnston and Edward Pearsall, and wit- 
nesses were Edward Pearsall, Sarah (x) McCulloch, and Ann McGee. 7°

(e) Jane Johnston. 

(f) Sarah Johnston. 

(g) Isabel Johnston,

4. Benjamin Johnston: He was born in-Isle of Wight County, Virginia, 
and died in Edgecombe (now Halifax) County,-North Carolina, unexpectedly 
and intestate in 1742, leaving a widow Elizabeth and some nine chil- 
dren. This apparently was the only Johnston family resident in Halifax 
County in the years immediately prior to the Revolution, of which only 
Abraham Johnston’s branch has been identified as living there at the turn 
of the century, 

On November 2, 1739, John Jenkins sold Benjamin Johnston for £20.0.0 
sterling money 600 acres on Yorahah Swamp in Bertie (now Northampton) 
County.73 On February 12, 1739/40, Benjamin and Elizabeth Johnston 
of Edgecombe County sold Richard Hill for £20.0.0 sterling money of Great 
Britain 300 acres in said County on Cypress Swamp and the patent line; 
witnessed by J, Edwards and John Jenkins.74 On February 25, 1739/40, 
Benjamin Johnson was on the list of Bertie and Edgecombe Jurymen. 7 
On February 26, 1739/40, it was moved and granted “that Benja,;Johnson . 
might be Exempt from paying publick & parish Taxes & all publick(service” 
in Bertie County.

On May 8, 1742, the inventory of the estate of the late Benjamin John- 
ston of Edgecombe County was taken by his widow Elizabeth Johnston, 
administratrix,77 and the personal property was exposed to sale Au- 
gust 17, 1742.78 An additional inventory was reported by her- on No- 
vember 20, 1742, 79 and a final accounting was made in May Court, 1743. 8° 
On April 21, 1756, Sheriff Nathan Williams sold at public auction to John

witnessed by Greenham Dodson and John (x) Corpender. 8? On November 
—, 1774, Joyce (R) Johnson of Halifax County sold Elizabeth Johnson for 
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£10.0.0 a tract of 50 acres north of Chockeott Creek adjoining Thomas Irby 
(half of the Harper purchase) ; witnessed by Joseph Winter and Sarah (I) 
Irby. 88 On February 25, 1782, Elizabeth (E) Tehnatae of Halifax County 
sold David Arnold for £80.0.0 a tract of 100 acres on Cha[ce]ott Creek ad- 
joining Ogilvie and Ptolemy Powell (being the Harper purchase of No- 
vember 10, 1767, including the deed of Rejoice Johnston’s interest — No- 
vember, 1774) ; witnessed by Rebeckah (R) Johnson and Richard Norwood. 84 

Elizabeth (E) Johnson made her will in Halifax County December 3, 
1783, and it was probated in February Court, 1785. She gave her daughter 
Elizabeth (sic) Taylor, five shillings; daughter Hannah Rawlings, the 
same; daughter Elizabeth Doe, the same; daughter and executrix Rebecca 
Morress, her real and personal estate, which consisted of land, stock and 
household furniture. Witnesses were Charles Moore and Elizabeth (E) 
Stafford. §5 In the 1782 Tax List of Halifax County for District 16, Eliza- 
beth Johnston was listed with 140 acres of land. *® Children; 

(a) Richard Johnston. He was probably the eldest son. On October 
22, 1761, Richard Johnston of Halifax County sold George Brogdon for 
£40.0.0 in Virginia currency 240 acres on the Miry Branch of Chockeot 
Swamp adjoining Curlew; witnessed by Samuel Harper, George Norwood, 
and Edward Seagers.87 The will of Sterling Johnston, his brother, would 
imply that he died prior to 1774. 

(b) Sterling Johnston: He lived and died, unmarried, in Halifax County 
in 1774, 

On November 15, 1762, Sterling Johnston patented 114 acres in Halifax 
County adjoining Richard Moore, Sikes, Branch, Taylor, and Raser, 88 
Starling Johnson (Johnston in the probate record) made an undated will 
probated at May Court, 1774, in Halifax County.

(d) Elizabeth Johnston: She married Ralph Doe, and lived in Halifax 
County, where she died in 1794. 

In 1786 in the Tax Lists for District 16, Halifax County, Elizabeth Doe 
appeared with two males under twenty-one, four females, and two Slaves. 90 
She made her will in Halifax County on October 6, 1791; it was probated 
in August Court, 1794. She left her daughter Charity Taylor 8 beds, house- 
hold furniture, and all livestock, and her son Norris Doe, a horse, saddle 
and bridle when he reached the age of twenty-one, and Charity’s bequest 
if she should die without children. Witnesses: Joseph Stewart and Sarah 
Stewart.®!

(e) Robert Johnston: He lived for some years in Halifax before moving 
to Chatham County, North Carolina. He married Tabitha Harrington, a 
niece of Drewry Harrington of Halifax County. 


On November 11, 1785, Robert (x) Johnston of Chatham County sold 
Philemon Harrington of Halifax County for £30.0.0 his wife’s share in the 
estate of her late uncle Drewry Harrington; witnessed by Zacka. Harmon. 9 
On January 20, 1786, Robert (x) and Tabitha (x) Johnston of Chatham 
County gave Philemon Harrington a power-of-attorney to receive their part 
of the estate of their late uncle Drewry Harrington of Halifax County; 
witnessed by Zacka. Harman. 3 In the Chatham County Census of 1790, 
Robert Johnson was listed with two males over sixteen, three males under 
sixteen, and six females, 94 
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(£) Rejoice Johnston — probably married a Taylor. tf 

(g) Abraham Johnston: He lived in Halifax County, where he died in 
1791. By 1767 he was married to Susannah , but he had sons, John 
Johnston, Abraham Johnston, Jr., and William Johnston by an earlier mar- 
riage, 

On July 2, 1760, Abraham Johnston patented 120 acres in Halifax County 
adjoining Nathaniel Norris, Nathaniel Merritt, and Anderson. 5 On Oc- 
tober 15, 1762, Abraham Johnston patented 360 acres north of Great Creek 
adjoining Green, Emrey, Carter, Francis Reddin, Gorgoss, and Robert Wil- 
linms. ®* On May 6, 1763, Abraham (x) Johnston sold Green Emery for 
£10.0.0 current Virginia money 180 acres north of Great Creek adjoining 
Emery and a branch (from said Abraham's patent to 360 acres of October 
15, 1762); witnessed by John Doyles, John (x) Earwood, and Edward (x) 
Mory. 7 On January 14, 1764, Abraham (x) Johnston, Planter, sold Wil- 
liam Johnston, Planter, for £10.0.0 current Virginia money 100 acres ad- 
joining Jolly, Garrigus, Robert Williams, and King’s Branch; witnessed by 
Mathew Garrigus and John Morris.°® On January 14, 1764, Abraham 
Johnson of Halifax County sold Matthew Garrigas for £6.0.0 current Vir- 
ginia money 75 acres adjoining King and Jollie; witnessed by William 
Johnson and John, Morris.®® On February 19, 1764, William Jones of 
Dinwiddie County,/Virginia, sold Abraham Johnson of Halifax County for 
£10.0.0 current Virginia money 75 acres on Long Branch adjoining Morris; 
witnessed by Abraham Jones, Peter Jones, and John Jones.1°99 On January - 
2, 1765, David (x) Hyde of Northampton County sold Abraham Johnston 
of Halifax County for £27.10.0 Proclamation Money 335 acres south of 
Roanoke River adjoining Thomas- Yarrow,.Mrs. Anderson, and Great 
Creek; witnessed by Robert Jones, Jr., and Willie Jones.191 On Qc- 
tober 5, 1767, Abraham (A)and Susannah (x) Johnson of Halifax County 
sold William Eaten of Northampton County for £27.12.0 current Virginia 
money 335 acres adjoining Thomas Yarrell, Anderson, Great Creek, and 
Roanoke River; witnessed by Nicholas Long and William Martin, 102 

On April 11, 1769, John Mills, Jr., sold Abraham Johnston for £100.0.0 
Proclamation Money 299 acres on Reedy Branch and south of Great Creek 
“near the head”; witnessed by John Morris, John Hyde, and F. Wyatt. 103 
On May 16, 1769, Abraham (A) Johnston sold John Hyde of Northampton 
County for £70.0.0 current Virginia money 196 acres adjoining Nathaniel 
Norwood, Nathaniel Merritt, Morriss, Anderson, and Long Branch; wit- 
nessed by John Morriss, Elizabeth Mills, and Augustin (x) Williams. 194 

On February 18, 1778, Simon Mills sold Abraham Johnson for £60.0.0 - 
current Virginia money 150 acres adjoining said Johnson, John Mills, Rac- 
coon Branch, Great Creek, and John Mills’s Spring Branch; witnessed by 
Lewis Williamson, Edward Irby, and‘Stephen Matthews. 195 On February 
24, 1783, Isteph Matthews sold Abraham Johnston for £650.0.0 current Vir- 
ginia money 100 acres adjoining John Perry, Charles Carter, and Willis 
Alston; witnessed by John Johnston and Lewis Johnston. 1° In District 6 of 
the 1782 Tax List for Halifax County, Abraham Johnston was listed with 
350 acres. 107 In District 6 of the 1786 List he appeared with himself and 
one male over 21, seven males under 21, one female, and 4 slaves, 198 

In Halifax County, District No. 6, the Tax List for 1790, shows Abraham 
Johnson with one white poll, 2 black polls, and 460 acres. }°® In the Halifax 
County Census of 1790 Abraham Johnston was listed in one place with 4 
males over twenty-ohe, five males under twenty-one, two females, and three 
slaves; 11° and in another place with three males over twenty-one, three \ 
males under twenty-one, two females, and one slave. 131 

Abraham (x) Johnson made his will in Halifax County July 8, 1789, and 
it was probated in August Court, 1791. He devised the home plantation 
to (a) his “present wife’ Susannah Johnson for life and then to (b) her 
children; gave son William Johnson land on Haw Branch where he then 
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lived; John Johnston, a son, £0.5.0 current N. C. money, and named sons 
Sterling Johnson and Lewis Johnson, and wife to be executors; witnesses 
were Roe Harris, W. Alston, Edward Elms, and W. Jenkins, !!% 

On October 21, 1815, pursuant to an order of August Court, 1815, John 
Alston, Littleberry Willcox, and John Patrick divided 505 acres on both 
sides of Great Creek adjoining William P. Little, James Bradley, and 
Rothers, which the late Abraham Johnston had devised in his will, to wit: 
(a) James Johnston, 43 acres worth $216; (b) the heirs of Willis Johnston, 
43 acres worth $215; (c) Dudley Johnston, 43 acres worth $172; (d) Lewis 
Johnston, 43 acres worth $172; (e) Davis Johnston, 48 acres worth $129; 
(f) Sterling Johnston, 43 acres worth $107.50; (g) Randolph Johnston, 43 
aeres worth $172; (h) Bird Johnston, 97 acres worth $291; and (i) Actrel 
Johnston, 107 acres worth $214, 11 

Children of Abraham Johnston and wife 3 

(i) Abraham Johnston, Jr.: He was born about 1757, and in the 1782 
Tax List of Halifax County, District No. 6, was listed as unmarried and 
without land.'1'4 On January 23, 1791. Starling Johnson testified in court 
that “Abraham Johnston's desire on his Death Bed” was that his wife 
should have the use of a feather bed, chest, slave, and other property until 
her death or remarriage, and that Lavinia Johnston, daughter of William 
Johnston, and Roper Jol:aston, son of William Johnston, should have a re- 
versional interest in half of the property given to Abraham Johnston’s 
wife, 116 

Gi) John Johnston: He was listed living alone in District No. 6, TTatifax 
County, in 1782.1!" Te apparently had moved away before the 1790 Census. 

(iii) William Johnston: He was born about 1761, and died in the first 
part of May, 1817, in Halifax County. He married Mary Roaper, daughter 
of John and Lucy Roaper, who was to share in the Roaper estate after 
the death of her mother, under the will of John Roaper of Halifax, dated 
May 14, 1794, 117 

In the Halifax County Tax List of 1782, District No. 6, William John- 
ston was listed with 100 acres; in 1786 he was recorded with one male over 
twenty-one, one under twenty-one, three females, and one slave.!!® In the 
1790 Tax List, District No. 6, William Johnson was shown with 100 acres, 
one white poll, and one black poll.'19 We was shown with himself, two 
males under sixteen, four females, and three slaves in the Halifax County 
Census of 1790. 129 

On December 12, 1785, William Camp sold William Johnston for 3,000 
pounds of tobacco a slave boy named James; witnessed by Abraham (x)

liam Johnston of Halifax County for $400 a tract bought from James Gill 
and bounded by Butterwood Swamp, James Williams, Gill, Lewis, Harris, 
and Thomas Pearson; witnessed by John Alston and Willis Alston. 123 

On November 15, 1796, James Gill sold William Johnston of Halifax 
County for £5.0.0 current N. C. money five acres adjoining James Wilson; 
witnessed by J. J. Alston and John Mason. 12 On January 4, 1803, William 
Johnston deeded to his daughter Lavinia Johnston for, love three slaves; 
witnessed by W. Alston. 125 ; 

Williain (x) Johnston, Sr., made his will in Halifax County April 29, 
1817; it was probated in May Court, 1817. His wife Mary Johnson was 
given the use of the homeplace until her death or remarriage; gifts to his 
daughter Elizabeth Smith were confirmed, and equal shares of the same 
value for his other daughters in the final division were provided; his son 
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William Johnson, “he being my youngest son,” was given a horse, saddle, 
bridle, and $500 for his schooling, and his sons were-to share in “my Western 
Lands” and in the final sale of the homeplace. He appointed his friend 
Congressman Willis Alston executor; witnesses were W. M. West and Tippoo 
Brownlaw, 128 

Children: (aa) Lavinia Johnston; (bb) Roper Johnston; (cc) Elizabeth 
Johnston — married Smith; (dd) William Johnston, Jr. 

(iv) Willis Johnston: He died about 1816 in Halifax County, North Car- 
olina. ‘The name of his wifo has not been ascertained at this time. He 
served as a soldier in the Revolutionary War; in 1802 he was granted 182 
acres of land by the State of North Carolina. 127. On August 19, 1816, Wil- 
liam Johnston (alias Willis or William Willis) of Halifax County gave a 
power of attorney to Richard Jones, Esq., to secure a duplicate of his land 
grant from the Secretary of State. '25 On January 8, 1822, pursuant to an 
order of court of November, 1821, Commissioners John Carter, William E. 
Webb, and Benjamin Cambell divided 326 acres of land left by the late 
Willis Johnston of Halifax County, to wit: Francis Johnston, 60 acres worth

Eaton Johnston. 

(v) Lewis Johnston, born July 4, 1763, in Halifax County, and died May 
21, 1850, in Burke County, North Carolina. He is buried in the Isaacs 
family cemetery at Morganton. [See addendum 1.] 


In May, 1780, Lewis Johnston was drafted, “at Halifax Town, for a brief 
period of military service; he applied unsuccessfully for a Revolutionary War 
Pension on May 18, 1840. '89 In the Halifax County Census of 1790 Lewis 
Johnston was listed with himself, two males under sixteen, and two fe- 
males.

P. Little which they received upon the division of their father Abraham 
Johnston’s estate; witnessed by Willis Alston, 136 1 


(vii) Sterling Johnston was born in 1770 in Halifax County, and died 
in 1843 in Warren County, North Carolina, In 1791 he married first Sarah 
McGregor, daughter of Anthony and Chloe McGregor of Halifax County, of 
which union there were four children. He married secandly Nancy Carter 
of South Carolina. ‘'Phey became acquainted at Shocco Springs, a summer 
resort in Warren County. She had travelled there from Norfolk, Virginia, 
where she had heen visiting, to escape a yellow fever epidemic. f23

John (+) Johnson, Sr., made his will in St, Luke Parish of Southampton 
County January 80, 1779. It was probated December 11, 1794. He named 
his son John Johnson executor, and gave him two-thirds of the home 
plantation adjoining John T. Blow, Benjamin Williams, and Thomas Wil- 
liams, and a reversional interest in land left to his mother, the wife of the 
testator.

stead, and furniture; daughter Sarah Johnston, a bed, stead, and furni- 
ture; daughter Edith Johnston, a bed and furniture; daughter Rachel 
Johnston, all sheep. He called Michael Fulghum and William Powell 
friends, and named them executors; witnesses were Willoby Rogers, 
Hardy Talton, and Simon Branch.**! The inventory of the estate was 
taken by Michael Fulghum and William Powell on October 14, 1788. “5

In Annandale 
dwelt the Johnstone clan, mainly in the region which 
stretches from the town of Lockerby to the Wamphray. 
Their original family name was Jeanville, the equivalent 
of the present French name Joinville. The» Norman 
chronicler names “ T.e Seigneur de Jeanville,” along with 
Robert de Bruis, Pierre de Balleul, and other names of 
Scottish families subsequently eminent, among those 
who took part in the battle of Hastings. Partly Saxon- 
ized into Janvil, it appears in that form on the roll of 
Battle Abbey. Thence it was anglicized into Johue- 
stoun, and appears in that form as witness to a grant to 
Sir Robert Bruce in 1249. It next became Johnstone, 
and is to this day indifferently Johnstone or Johnston, 
according as the scholastic or phonetic taste predomi- 
nates with the individual bearer. In Johnstone church- 
yar these two fashions of spelling -it—Johnstone or 
Juluston—are found side by side, even on the tombs of 
father and son. 

Being so near the border, the Johnstones were often 
summoned on short notice to aid their compatriots of 
the vicinity in repelling English raids; and, always re- 
sponding promptly, they assumed for their crest the 
device of a winged spur, and for theic motto the words 
Nunguan non paratus, which they rendered “ Ready, aye 
ready.” ‘Though friendly with their castern neighbors, 
probably from the mutual esteem formed and fostered 
by constant armed association in battle against their 
national foes, the English, they carried on continual 
warfare with the Maxwells on the west, and with vari- 
ous alternations of fortune. So bitter was the enmity, 
that when, in one of the mutations of royal favor, Lord 
Maxwell was declared a rebel, the King knew no better 
means of apprehending him than by authorizing the 
Laird of Johnstone to do it, In this, however, the laird 
was unsuccessful, though supported by strong detach- 
ments of Government troops. The Maxweils defeated 
them, and captured the Castle of Loughwood or Loch- 
wood, the abode of the Johnstones, ‘The captors com- 
mitted it to the flames, one of them saying exultantly 
that they would “ give Lady Johnstone light enough to 
show her to set her silken hood.” 

The contest was maintained with all the ferocity 
of hereditary hatred, the military operations consisting 
inainly of forays upon each other when Icast expected, 
with the usual concomitants of butchering the party sur- 
prised and carrying off all the live stock on which they 
Gould lay their hands, 


Jonnsron, or Jounsrone, the surname of @ once power~ 
ful border fuinily, who posseased the title of marquis of An- 
nandale, dormant since 1792. (See vol. i. p. 140.) They 
derived their name from the Innds and barony of Johnstone, 
in the upper district of Annandale, Dumfries-shire. In an- 
cient times the chief of the Johnstones held the office of 
steward of Annandale, and was often appointed warden of the 
west marches. In suppressing the predatory inroads of the 
mosstroopers who infested the borders, the Johnstones ren- 
dered themselves conspicuous, for which they assumed the 
device of the winged spur, with the motto of “ Aye Ready,” 
and in the 15th and 16th centuries, they waged constunt 
warfare with the Douglases and the Maxwells. 

Several persons of the name of Johnston are mentioned in 
the Ragman Roll, 4s among those barons who swore an un~ 
willing fealty to Edward I. of England in 1296. One of 
these, Gilbertus de Johnston, had a charter of several lands, 
in the reign of Robert the Bruce. Another, Sir John John- 
ston, made # conspicuous figure in border transactions, and is 
mentioned in the Federa Anglia, in the time of Robert the 
Third. 

Sir Jom de Johnstone, one of the Scots 
barons who swore fealty to King Edward I. in 1296, and is 
styled “Johannes de Julnston, chevalier del comitut de 
Dumfries,” &c. His son, Jolin de Jolnston, in the reign of 
Robert the Bruce, was a witness in a charter of Thomas Ran- 
dolph, early of Moray, of the lands and barony of Cumlan- 
gan, which the suid earl gave to his nephew, William de 
Moravia. His son, Gilbert de Johnston, a witness in the 
same charter, had a son, Sir John de Johnston, a distin- 
guished warrior in the reigns of King David If, and King 
Robert Il. In 1870, he defeated wn English army who had 
invaded Scotland, and in 1872 he was one of tle guardians 
of the west marches. He died abont 1882 or 1883. His son, 
Sir John de Johnston, got 800 francs of the 40,000. sent by 
the king of France, in 1385, to be divided among the Scots 
nobles, his faithful allies, in the war against England, and 
from the proportions » comprehensive scale may be forined of 
the power of those to whom the various sums were puid. 
Sir John died about 1420. 


Stiven de Johnston, who lived in the reign of 


King David II., and is said to have been the eldest brother of 

Sir John de Johnston, in Annandale. Being a man addicted 
to learning, a quality rare in those days, on which account he 
was called clerk, he retired from the troubles in his own 
country or district to Aberdeenshire, where he was appointed 
principal secretary to the earl of Mar. By his marriage with 
Margaret, daughter and heiress of Sir Andrew Garioch, 
knight, of Caskieben in that county, he got the lands of Cas- 
kieben, Crimond, &e., also those of Kinburn and some others, 
which he callee Jolinston, from his own name, and from him 
are descended all the Johnstana of tha narth 
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The fact of Stepheg de Johnston, “the Clerk,” having been uniformly represented 
as having been brother of the Laird of Johnston in Annandale, formed the groundwork ofa 
claim unsuccessfully advanced, about 1810, by Sir William, seventh Baronet, to the then—and 
atill—dormant, Marquisdom of Annandale. 


William, married to Margaret Hay of Delyaty, was killed at the battle of Pinkie, 1547, 
leaving a son, George, who succeeded his grandfather. 

Gilbert Johnston of Standinystones, married Margaret Forbes of Corsindae, and had issue. 

Mr. George, a merchant in Aberdeen, married Katharine, daughter of Thomas Menzies of 
Pitfoddels, Provost of Aberdeen, and had issue (p. 436). 

Agnes, Isabel, Bessy, and Janet married respectively the Lairds of Colliston, (Reid) 
Asloun, Alexander Chalmers of Strichen, and Patrick Leith of Edingarroch. 

William, besides his son, left three daughters ; Bessy married to Gilbert Hay of Percok 
in Buchan; Margaret, wife of James Johnston, a cadet of the family ; and Violet, married 


; Lohn (whose ancestor was Gilbert, a grandson of Stiven), 
was Professor of Divinity at St. Andrews in 1593. His great-grandfather, Alexander of 
Crimond, was alive in 1540. When the Annandale Chief was outlawed for the battle of Dryfe 
Sands John received a grant of a third of the benefices in Annandale from James VI. on 
condition that he put “Godlie ministers in the parish Kirks.” He does not sccm to have 
claimed his share from the old owners, and he died in 1611. His wife, Katherine Melvill, and 


their two children predeceased him. He was a poct and historian,

1, Margaret, wife of John Joluston of Newplace, and mother of Sir John Johnston, 4th 
baronet ; 2, Elizabeth, mairied, in 1652, to Alexander Leith of Bucharne, nicknamed Hurdbead ; 
3, Isobel, married, in 1654, to Robert, son of Mr. John Cheyne, parson of Kintore. 

By his second spouse, Mary Irvine of Kingcausie, Thomas Joluston of Craig had four run.

Thomas Johnston, second of Craig, died unmarried in 1686, when William, his brother, 
an officer in the army, succeeded as laird of Craig, He movvied in Hollund, Joanna Vus 

Millan, but died without issue in 1716. a 

John Johnston of Bishopstown in Newhills, born in Dyce, in 1649, married, in ]bs- 
Margaret, daughter and co-heiress of John Alexander, an opulent Merchant Burgess 
Aberdeen. He died'in 1716; and his widow twenty years thereafter. Of their sons, Williass 
and John married, and had issue. 

XIIL.—Sir William Johnston of Craig, the eldest son, became fifth baronet in N ovemlst. 
1724. He was, in 1695, apprentice to Andrew Logie of Loanhead, Advocate in Aberdeen, «!-- 
was himself admitted an Advocate there in 1700.

found that Sir John, fourth baronet, had died deeply in debt; his successor in the title was much 
involved with him. These liabilities in addition to others personal to himself, reduced Sir 
William to bankruptcy, and Craig,—the last portion of the old Caskichen property remaining in 
the family,—was disposed of ; his brothers John and Thomas, joint tacksmen of Standing- 
stones in Dyce, had also to give up possession of their farm, By his marriage with Jean, 
daughter of James Sandilands of Craibstone, Sir William had, out of a largo fumily, one son 
who left issue, viz. ; 

XIV.—Sir William Johnstone, who entered the Nevy when young. Having gone by sea to 
London, the Baronet was wont to relate that he crossed the bar at the Harbour of Aberdeen 
with only half-a-crown in his pocket. By prudent management he was able to purchase, in 
1750, the lands of Hilton in Old Machar—sold by his descendants after 1852. He died in London 
in 1794, aged 80, leaving one son, by the second of his three wives, Elizabeth, daughter of . 
Captain William Cleland, R.N., representative of Cleland of that Ilk, in Lanarkshire. 

XV.—Sir William Johnston of Hilton, born there in 1760, entered the British Army. He 
was M.P. for Windsor from 1797 to 1802, and, in 1799, became a Colonel in the Army, in 
consequence of having raised a regiment of Fencible Infantry for general service. By his 
seconl wife, Maria, only daughter of John Bacon of Friern Honse, Bammet, Middlesex, 
Receiver of the First Fruits, London, he had a large family. He died, aged eighty-four, at 
the Hague, in 1844, and was succeeded by his eldest surviving son, 

XVI.—Sir William Bacon Johnston, born 1806. He eutered the Army when young; but 
involved in his futher’s pecuniary liabilities had to sell out, and led an obscure life. He went 
to reside at Hilton, in 1858, where he died in 1865, leaving an only son,

Aberdeenshire, of the C 
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Tue shire of Dumfries, one of the border counties of 
Scotland, is traversed by three considerable streams, 
which rise in the hills that form its northern boundary, 
and, pursuing a genera] southerly course, empty their 


waters into Solway Firth. Each of these has its own 
narrow “dale,” and rectives from the watefshed which 
divides it from its neighboring stream many smaller 
branches to swell its volume as it courses to the Firth. 
, The hills which form these watersheds attain altitude 
. almost sufficient to dignify them with the name of moun- 
.tains, and make the region quite rugged in character. 

The eastern of these streams is the Esk, and from it 
the valley which it waters is called Eskdale. The next, 
to the west, is the Annan, and on its banks is situated 
the district which is called Annandale. This stream rises 

“in the hills above Moffat, in the same vicinity as the 
head waters of the Tweed and Clyde. Its total length 

‘is about forty miles, and into it drain as tributaries the 
Moftat, Wamphray, Dryfe, and Ae, besides others of less 
magnitude, 

The western of these three water courses is the Nith, 
which, following the example of the others, bestows its 
name upon its bordering vale. At its mouth is the town 
of Dumfries, which needs no introduction to the lover 
of Burns, 

Each of these districts is rich in tradition and fa- 
mous in Scottish song and story. Jere was waged con- 
stant warfare, not only between the men of the two 
nations whose boundary was so near, but between differ- 
ent Scotch families or clans as well. On the Esk was 
the “Debatable Land," which alternately belonged to 
England and Scotland, according to the relative prowess 
and good fortune of the English or Scotch who con- 
tended for its possession. 

In Nithsdale dwelt the powerful family of Maxwells, 
whose retainers were spread along the Nith, and whose 
sway extended over the lower valley. In Annandale 
dwelt the Johnstone clan, mainly in the region which 
stretches from the town of Lockerby to the Wamphray. 
Their original family name was Jeanville, the equivalent 
of the present French name Joinville. The Norman 
chronicler names “ Le Seigneur de Jeanville,” along with 
Robert de Bruis, Pierre de Balleul, and other names of 
Scottish familics subscquently eminent, among those 
who took part in the battle of Hastings. Partly Saxon- 
ized into Janvil, it appears in that form on the roll of 
Nattle Abbey. Thence it was anglicized into Johne- 
Stoun, ancLappears in that form as witness to a grant to 
Sir Robi cce in 1249. 


It next became Johnstonc, 
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and is to this day indifferently Johnstone or Johnston, 
according as the scholastic or phonetic taste predomi- 
nates with the individual bearer. In Johnstone church- 


yard these two fashions of spelling it—Johnstone or . 


Johnston—are found side by side, even on the tombs of 
father and son. 

Being so near the border, the Johnstones were often 
summoned on short notice to aid their compatriots of 
the vicinity in repelling English raids; and, always re- 
spunding promptly, they assumed for their crest the 
device of a winged spur, and for their nfiotto the words 
aVunguam non paratus, which they rendered ‘ Ready, aye 
ready.” Though friendly with their eastern neighbors, 
probably from the mutual esteem formed and fostered 
by constant armed association in battle against their 
national foes, the English, they carried on continual 
warfare with the Maxwells on the west, and with vari- 
ous alternations of fortune. So bitter was the enmity, 
that when, in one of the mutations of royal favor, Lord 
Maxwell was declared a rebel, the King knew no better 
means of apprehending him than by authorizing the 
Laird of Johnstone to do it. In this, however, the laird 
was unsuccessful, though supported by strong detach- 
ments of Government troops. The Maxwells defeated 
them, and captured the Castle of Loughwood or Loch- 
wood, the abode of the Johnstones. The captors com- 
mitted it to the flames, one of them saying exultantly 
that they would “ give Lady Johnstone light enough to 
show her to set her silken hood.” 

The contest was maintained with all the ferocity 
of hereditary hatred, the military operations consisting 
mainly of forays upon each other when least expected, 
with the usual concomitants of butchering the party sur- 
prised and carrying off all the live stock on which they 
could lay their hands. 

Not long after the above-named occurrence a peace 
was patched up between the clans, in which Maxwell 
and Johnstone mutually covenanted to “ freely remit 
and forgive all rancors of mind, grudge, malice, and 
feuds that had passed or fallen between them in any 
time bygone.” After this the Johnstones, supposing 
that they had nothing to fear from the Maxwells, in- 
dulged in raids against their neighbors in the upper part 
of Nithsdale, with the result of greatly reducing the cat- 
tle and horses of that region. One of the Johnstones, 
however, made the serious mistake, if the old ballad of 
The Lads of Wamphray may be accepted as authori- 
ty, of taking a blind horse, instead of “ Sim Crichton’s 
winsome dun.” He ati sae cae soon overtaken 


and unceremoniously suspended to a convenient tree. 
The Johnstones in revenge raided the region with a yet 
larger party, and on their return, laden with spoil, de- 
feated their pursuers in the fight of Biddesburne, where- 
upon the vanquished went to Lord Maxwell and offered 
to become his liegemen if he would break with the 
Johnstones and side with them. The opportunity to 
form a strong alliance against his hereditary foes was 
too strong to resist; and Lord Maxwell, regardless of 
his late compact with the Johnstones, accepted their of- 
fer, reasoning, perhaps, that though the treaty covered 
everything in “times bygone,” it did not commit him as 
to the present or future. To resist this combination, the 
Johnstones sought the aid of their eastern neighbors, the 
Buccleughs, Elliotts, Armstrongs, Scotts, and Grahams. 
The two little armies met near the confluence of the 
Dryfe and Annan, which, being in the heart of the John- 
stone settlement, showed the Maxwells to have been the 
invaders. Here they fought the battle of Dryfe Sands. 
In this Sir James Johnstone displayed the military skill 
which seems to have been innate in the family. Placing 
his main body in ambush, he sent forward a small party 
of horsemen, with instructions to make a weak attack 
and then flee as if in rout. When the Maxwells pursued 
in disorder, confident of victory, his main body attacked 
them, and the result was decisive. The Maxwells were 
put to flight and pursued with the relentlessness of men 
burning to avenge murdered kindred and desolated 
homesteads. Many of the vanquished were overtaken 
in the streets of Locherby and dispatched by a slash in 
the face, a kind of blow that is still called in that part 
of Scotland a “ Locherby lick.” The feud was only 
ended by the execution of Lord Maxwell, son of him 
who commanded at Dryfe Sands. He invited Sir James 
Johnstone, the opposing commander in that combat, to 
a conference; and when the attention of the latter was 
attracted by an altercation between their two retainers, 
Maxwell shot him in the back with a pistol loaded with 
poisoned bullets. Johnstone's tomb in the ancient family 
churchyard records that “he was cruelly murthered by 
a pistolet.” 
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The Johnstons of Hilton, who possess a baronetcy, have 
always been designated of Johnston. The first mentioned, in 
an old genealogical account of this house, in the possession of 
the family, is Stiven de Johnston, who lived in the reign of 
King David 11., and is said to have been the eldest brother of 
the laird of Johnston in Annandale. Being a man addicted 
to learning, a quulity rare in those days, on which account he 
was called clerk, he retired from the troubles in his own 
country or diatrict to Aberdeenshire, where he was appointed 
principal secretary to the earl of Mar, By his marriage with 
Margaret, daughter and heiress of Sir Andrew Garioch, 
knight, of Cuskieben in that county, he got the lauds of Cas- 
kieben, Crimond, &c., also those of Kinburn and some others, 
which be calle Jolinston, from his own name, and from him 
are descended all the Johnstons of the north, 

His son, John de Johnston of Cuskieben, proprietor of the 
Jandy of Ballindalloch, married Margery, daughter of Leigh- 
ton of Owsan, now Usan, in Forfurshire. The son of the 
latter Gilbert de Johnston, designed, in his father’s lifetime, 
Johnston of Ballindalloch, was twice married: first, to Eliza- 
beth Vass, daughter of the laird of Menie, by whom he had a 
son, Alexander, and three daugliters; and, 2dly, to a daugh- 
ter of Sir Alexander Forbes, second Lord Pitsligo, by whoin 
he had a son, William Johnston of Bullindalloch. 

The elder son, Alexander, in the reign of King James IL, 
got his lands of Caskieben, which till then had been held of 
the earl of Mur, erected into a free barony, to be culled the 
barony of Johnston in all time coming. ‘Thence this family 
are designed Johnstons of that ilk. He died in the reign of 
James III, William, the eldest of his four sons, succeeded 
to the estate. He was killed at the fatal battle of Flodden. 
His son, James Johnston of that ilk, died in 1548. He bad 
three sons and four daughters. 

William, the eldest son and apparent heir, joined the royal 
standard, and was slain ut the battle of Pinkie, in 1547, his 
father being then alive. He had married Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Hay of Dulgetty, of the noble fumily of Errol, by whoin 
he had one eon, George, and three daughters, — 

George Jolinston of that ilk, the son, succeeded his grand- 
father the following year. He inarried Christian, daughter 
of the seventh Lord Forbes, by whom he had six sons and 
seven daughters. He died in 1590. he fifth son was the 
celebrated Arthur Johnston, of whom a memoir is given 
afterwards in larger type. 

The eldest son, John Johnston of thut ilk, married, first, 
Janet, daughter of Turing of Foveran, by whom he had two 
sons, George and Jobn, and two daughters; and, secondly, 
Catherine, daughter of Lundie of that ilk, in Fife, by whom 
he had, with one daughter, two sons, Thomas, in virtue of 
his mother's contract, laird of Craig, from whom the present 
baronet is lineally descended, and Gilbert. 

The eldest son, Sir George Johnston, described as a man of 
abilities and merit, was, by King Churles I., created 4 baro- 
net of Nova Scotia by royal patent, 8ist Murch 1626. The 
date is given from the records of the great seal, which is the 
ordinary rule, being there set down us * ultimo die Martii an- 
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no Domini millesimno sexcentesimo vigesiio secto anno regui 
secundo.” Yn the original putunt, however, in possession of 
the family, the date stands thus (with one word, vigesiino or 
trigesimo, defaced at the beginning) * prio die meu- 
gis Muartii, anno Domini millesiino sexcentesimo vigesimo 
guinto, anno regui primo.” In the book of the Privy Seal, 


the date is plainly 3lst Murch, 1625, “anno regni primo.” 
If the patent and privy seal are right, tho holder of this bur- 


onetcy has the precedency of all the baronets now existing in 


Scotland, but he has hitherto ranked from the date in the 
records of the great seal. In 1630, Sir George was made 
sheriff of Aberdeen, on the removal of George, sixth earl of 
Huntly. By his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Forbes of ‘Tol- 
quhon, he had three sons and two daughters, 

The eldest son, Sir George, second baronet, married a 
daughter of Sir William Leslie of Wardhouse. 

His only son, Sir Jolin Johnston, third baronet, entered 
early into the army, and served in King William’s wars in 
Flanders. He was ufterwardy 2 captain under that monarch 
at the battle of the Boyne. Whilst in London for a short 
time, he wus unfortunately induced to assist his friend, the 
Hon, Captain John Cumpbell, in carrying>off and marrying 
Miss Mary Wharton, a young and rich heiress, related to 
Lord Wharton, the great favourite of King Willian, and that 
nobleman immediately obtained a proclamation offering a re- 
ward for their uppreliension. Campbell escaped into Scot- 
land, but Sir John was not so fortunate. Having been be- 
trayed by his landlord for fifty pounds, he was tried at the 
Old Builey, condemned, and executed, on 31st Dec., 1690. 
He fell sacrifice to the bitter anunosity which was then en- 
tertuined by the English against the Scotch, for it appeared, 
upon his trial, by the evidence of the clergyman who performed 
the marriage ceremony, and that of the people of the house 
in which they lodged, and where they remuined two days, 
as well as by Miss Wharton's own letter to her aunt, ac- 
quainting her of her marriuge, that there was no force used, 
but that she was freely consenting to it. Sir John's whole 
participation in the matter consisted in being present at the 
marriage, and lending his apartments to uccommodate his 
friend, and he never had any idea that this, by the luws of 
England, constituted an offence worthy of death. His de- 
fence und whole deportinent at the time are said to have 
been affecting in the extreme. He was a brave man, and 
bitterly lamented the ignominy of his death. The whole ac- 
count of the trial und execution, and the ballads made on the 
occusion, are preserved ainong the family papers. ‘The mar- 
riage was dissolved by act of parliament, and Captain Camp- 
bell, alterwards designed of Mamore, married a duuglter of 
the eighth Lord Elphinston, and was futher of the fourth 
duke of Argyle. Dying unmarried, Sir Juhn was succeeded 
by his cousin, John, son of Juhn Julinstun of Newplace, sec- 
ond son of the first baronet. 

Sir Jolin, fuurth baronet, was u zealous Jacobite, and in 
1715 with his only son and as many of his retuiners as he 
could assemble, he joined the earl of Mar, and at the battle 
of Sheriffinuir his son was killed by his side. After the sup- 
pression of the rebellion Sir John dared not return home, and 
died in obscurity ut Edinburgh in 1725, 


He was succeeded by his cousin, Sir Williain Juhnoton of 
Craig und Bishopstown, fifth baronet, who disd ja 1760. By 
his wife, Jean, daughter of Juhn Sandilands, of the ‘Turphi- 
chen family, he had two song und three daughters. His sec- 
ond son, Alexander, an ollicer in the navy, was drowned with 
his whele crew on the coust of Kincardineshire, off Stonvha- 
ven. Sir William, the elder son, sixth baronet, entered early 
into the royal navy, and had the command of # ship-of-war 
at the time of his father's death. On that event taking 
place, quitting the navy, he returned home, and purchased 
ihe lands cf Hilton, near Aberdeen. He was thrice married; 
first, to Sarah, daughter of Thomas Kirby, an eminent Weot 
India merchant, by whom he had one son, whe died in in- 
fancy; secondly, to Elizwbeth, daughter of Captain Williaa 


Cleland, R.N,, of the Clelands of that ilk, by whom he had 
six sons and five daughters; and thirdly, to Amy, duughter 
of Newman French, Exq, of Bellechamp, in the county of 
Essex, and widow of John Pudsey, Esq., without issue. He 
died in March 1794, aged 82. His fourth son, Aloxander, 
midshipman on board his majesty’s ship, Assistunce, Com- 
modore Sir Charles Douglas, perished with the first lieuten- 
ant, the Hon, Douglas Hullyburton, and all the barge’s crew, 
off Sandyhook in America, December 81, 1783, aged 18. 
Some of the ship's company had seized one of the-boute, and 
made for the shore with the intention of deserting, when Al- 
exander Johnston and some other young men volunteered to 
recover the bout and bring back the deserters. ‘Iw commo- 
dure permitted them to go, under the command of the first 
licutenunt, but the day soon closing in, and the night being 
sturiny and severely cold, thoy did not return, and next morn- 
ing they were all found on the shore, frozen to death. 

The eldest gon, Sir Willian Jobuston of Johnston, seventh 
baronet, entered very young into the army, and served in In- 
dia for some years with considerable reputation. He touk 
part in seven actions, and was ut the capture of the torts on 
the coust of Malabar, In 1798 he raived w regiment of fenci- 
ble infantry, for general service, styled ‘The Prince of Wales! 
Own,” which was reduced at the whort peace of 1802. He 
represented the burgh of New Windsor, in the first imperial 
parliament, in which he sat five yours; but retired at the 
yeneral election, not choosing to stund a contest. He mar- 
ried, first, Mary, daugliter of Jolin Bacon, Esq. of Shrubland 
Hull, Suffolk, lineally descended from the Lord keeper Bacon, 
whose third son was the great philosopher, Sir Francis Ba- 
con, lord chancellor of England and Baron Verulam. ‘This 
lady died in 1802 without issue. He married, 2dly, Maria, 
only daughter of John Bacon, Esq. of Fryern House, Middle- 
sex, younger gon of an elder brunch of the Shrubland family; 
issue, 3 sons and 4 daughters. He died at the Hague, Janu- 
xry 13, 1844, in his B4th year, 

His eldest son, Sir William Bacon Jolinston, 8th baronet, 
born in 1804, and unmarried, wus at one period an officer in 
the 1st Koyals; a deputy-lieutenant of Aberdeenshire. Darcy, 
the 2d son, died in Bengal, Arthur Lake, the youngest son, 
a lieutenant 2lst Royal Fusiliers, died Februury 21, 1853. 
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JOHNSTON, Arruur, an eminent Latin poet 
and physician, was born in 1587, at Caskieben, 
Aberdeenshire, the seat of his ancestors, as he in- 
forms us, for many generations. He was the fifth 
son of George Johnston of Caskieben, and Chris- 
tan, daughter of William Lord Forbes. He had 
five brothers. The eldest, John Johnston, was 
appointed sheriff of Aberdeen in 1680, and the 
youngest, Dr. William Johnston, after having 
filled the chairs of humanity and philosophy in the 
university of Sedan, was appointed the first pro- 
fessor of mathematics in Marischal college. Like 
his brother he also wrote Latin verses. 

Arthur received the early part of his education 
at the grammar school of Kintore, in the neigh- 
bourhood of his father’s estate, and is supposed to 
have studied at King’s college, Old Aberdeen, as 
he was afterwards elected rector of that university. 
With the view of studying medicine, in 1608 he 
went to the continent, and twice visited Italy. 
He remained ‘for some time at tho university of 
Padua, where, in 1610, the degree of M.D. was 
conferred upon him. He subsequently travelled 
through Germany, Denmark, and Holland; and, 


after visiting England, he at last settled in France, 
where he acquired considerable eminence as a 
Latin poet. He lived in that country for about 
twenty years, and by two wives, the one a French- 
woman, and the other a native of Brabant, had 
thirteen children, While residing in France, as 
we learn from several of lis poems, he was en- 
gaged in a lawsuit in the court of Mechlin, with a 
person living near the forest of Ardennes, in which 
he was at last successful. Dr. Irving conjectures 
that the subject of ligation was some property ac- 
cruing to him by marriage.

On the death of King James, in 1625, Johnston, 
whom he had patronised, celebrated his mild vir- 
tues in an clegy, which was printed at London 
the same year. In 1628, he published at Aber- 
deen, two clegies, one addressed to Bishop Pa- 
trick Forbes on the death of his brother, and the 
othor on the breaking of the anclent alliance be- 
tween Scotland and France. On the title-page he 
is styled one of the royal physicians. In 1632 he 
returned to Scotland, after an absence of twenty- 
four years. He appears soon after to have had a 
lawsuit in the court of session, in reference to 
which several of his poems are written, one of 
which is addressed to Lord-chancellor Hay, and 
another to the Lord-advocate Nicholson. 

On the visit of Charles I. to Edinburgh in 1633, 
Jolinston was introduced to Archbishop Land, 
who became his patron. He had printed at Lon- 
don a specimen of a new version of the Psalms of 
David, which he dedicated to that prelate, who 
urged him to proceed with it. A complete trans- 
lation of the whole was published by him four 
years afterwards. The comparative merit of 
Johnston's translation of the Psalms and Buchan- 
an’s version was, about the middle of last cen- 
tury, the subject of a famous controversy, in 
which the notorious William Lauder and a simple 
English gentleman, of the name of Benson, an 
auditor of the Imprests in the Exchequer, stood 
fouveasd as the zealous trumpeters of Johnston, 
while Mr. Love and Mr. Ruddiman ably and suc- 
cessfully defended Buchanan. Three editions of 
Johnston’s Psalms were printed at Benson's ex- 
pense, with an elegant Life of the translator 
prefixed. One of these, in quarto, with a fine 
portrait of Johnston, by Vertue, after Jamesone, 


and copiously illustrated with notes, was pub- 
lished in 1741, dedicated to the prince of Wales, 
The following woodcut is taken from it;

Johnston died in 1641, at Oxford, whither he 
had gone on a visit to one of his daughters, who 
was married to a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land of that city, where he lies buried. He ap 
pears to have been on terms of intimacy with most 
of the eminent men of his time in Scotland, many 
of whom he has commemorated in his poetry, and 
there is scarcely a family of any note in the north 
of Scotland, to some branch of which he has not 
addressed his Latin verses. 
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JOHNSTON, Jowan, an eminent Latin poet 
and scholar, of the family of Crimond, is supposed 
to have been born, near Aberdeen, about 1570. 
He received the early part of his education under 
Mr. Robert Mercer, minister of Banchory, to 
whom, by his last will, he bequeathed his white 
cup with the silver foot, ‘tin taikin of his thank- 
ful dewtie.” He studied at King’s college, Aber- 
deen, whence he proceeded to attend some of the 
universities on the continent. In 1587 he was at 
the university of Helmgtadt, and in the following 
year at that of Rostock, where he enjoyed the in- 
timacy and correspondence of the learned Justus 
Lipsius. On his return to his native country, he 
was, about 1593, through the influence, it is sup- 
posed, of Andrew Melville, appointed professor of 
divinity in the new college of St. Andrew's; and 
in all the ecclesiastical disputes of that period he 


proved himself to be a zealous and useful coadju- 
tor of that illustrions reformer, in support of the 
presbyterian church of Scotland. He died in Oc- 
tober 1612. He left behind him some MSS. pre- 
served in the Advocates’ Library, and also epitaphs 
on his wife, Catharine Melville, of the family of 
Carribee, and their two children. 


JOHNSTON, Ronerr, a learned historian, 
who lived in fhe earlier part of the seventeenth 
century, was the author of a very copious History 
of Great Britain, published at Amsterdam in 1655, 
under the title of ‘Historia Rerum Britannica- 
rom,’ &., from 1572 to 1628, Thia work, de- 
signed es a continuation of Buchanan, has been 
praised by Bishop Nicholson, in his Scottish His- 
torical Library, and by Lord Woodliouselee, ac- 
cording to whom Johnston was one of George 
Herlot’s executors. He wrote also ' The History 
of Scotland during the Minority of James VI.,’ 
published at London in 1646. He is supposed to 
have died In 1630. A manuscript History of 
Scotland, preserved In the Advocates’ Library, 
which belonged to Lord Fairfax, is supposed to 
have been partly written by Robert Jolinston. 


Mr. George Johnston, Baillie of Aberdeen, aud for many years Deau of Guild thereat, 
in conjunction with one or other of the members of the civic body. Mar, George was third and 
youngest son of Janes Johneton of that Ik and his spouse, Clara Burclay. daughter of the Luud 
of Gurtly, in Strathboyle. Fram the prefix to his name, Mr George would ecw to’bave been 
a Graduate of Arts—a degree probably acquired by him at King's Cullege, Old Aberdeen. 
During many consceutive years after 1567, it is stated, in Dean of Guild Walkers list of the 
Deans of Guild of Aberdeen, that, at the Michaelmas election of Magistrates there, Mr. George 
Johnston had been appointed to that officd jointly with some other member of the Council Iu 
1618, and again in 1620, the Deanship was held by Mr. Thomas Johnston, fourth sou of George 
Julington of that Ik and Caskicben, und immediate elder brother of Dr, Arthur Johnston, 
Other cudets of the ruce held, in former days, municipal office in the town. In 1635 and 1037 
the Civic Chair was occupied Ly Robert Johnston of Crimond, in Monkegy parish, brother-in- 
law and near kinsman of Mr. Thomas just referred to; which Provost Robert Julnston was the 
father of Lieutenant-Colonel, or Crowner, William Johnston, described by Mr. Jamex Gorden, 
Parson of Rethiemay, in his History of Scots Affuirs, as having been “ Lredd upp at the warre, 
and wanted neither gallantrye nor resulutione ” (p. 271). 

Another Johnston of the Caskieben race was Mr. Jolin Johnston, Merchant in, and one of 
the Buillies of, Aberdeen, who, at Michacimas, 1697, as mentioned in Mr. Walter Thom's 
History of Aberdeen (vol. IL, p. 3), iad exceptions taken to his election as Provost by severa} 
members of the Council, who raiscd an auction of reduction Lefure the Lords of the Privy 
Council, which was sustained”, This gentleman died within a year or two after these 
proceedings, leaving no children by his wife, who survived him, viz. Elspet, dunghter of Robert 
Cruikshank of Banchory, Provost of Aberdeen. George Johnston of Caskieben (father of Dean 
of Guild Thomas Johnston of 1618 and 1620) was one of “the Barons of the North” who, at 
Aberdeen, in September, 1574, subscribed the obligation, or bond, to continue fuithful subject» 
to the youthful King, James VI. of Scotland. 

Mr. George Johnston, Deun of Guild of Aberdeen, was, on 13th October, 1877,by Mr. David 
Cunningham, first Protestant Bishop of Aberdeen, inaugurated us one of the elders chosen by the 
Kirk and Congregation of the Burgh, He wedded Kutherine Menzies, daughter of Thomas Menziv~ 
of Pitfoddels, Provost of Aberdeen, by whom be had issue, In December, 1878, Patuich 
Johnston, son of the above couple, died at Aberdeen fiom the effeety of u guushot woul 
recklessly inflieted by Keith, young Laird of Ludquharne, in Buchan. Mr. George Jobnstes 
himself died, in April, 1679, at Aberdeen ; 
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Less than'two hundred years after the period assigned to the contest between Aodh 


and his conqueror Grig, the first of the Saxon magnates, who became powerful in the 
Garioch, came to Scotland with Margaret Atheling, when, in 1068, she became the 
qaeen of Malcolm of the Great Hoad—greut intollectually ox well og phyaically.

- where Lesly of that Ilk continued down to the seventeenth century, retaining until 
that period the suporiority of the Garioch lands included in tho barony of Lesly.

By Margaret, his wife, he had three sons and four 
daughters. His eldest son, John, married a daughter of 
KingsRobert 11., by whom he had an only son, Robert ; 
but John died before his father, and his son Robert also 
Gied before his grandfather, leaving an only daughter, 
Lady Jane Keith, The Marischai's second son, Sir Robert, 
married the heiress of Urquhart, of Troup, and had issue 
two sons, William and John; but Sir Robert also pre- 
deceased his father. . 

The Marischal’s eldest daughter Muriel, married the 
Duke of Albany, Regent of Scotland, and by her he had a 
son, John Stewart, Earl of Buchan and Constable of France ; 
his second daughter, Janet, married Philip Arbuthnott of 
Asbuthnott ; his third, Christian, married Sir James Lindsay, 
Lord of Crawford; and his fourth, Elizabeth, married Sir 
Adam Gordon of Strathbogic—and through her, as stated 
in a preceding chapter) Lord Gordon inherited the Aboyne 
estates. : 

Sir William dicd about 1412, and was succeeded by his 
grandson, mentioned above, Sir William Keith, Great 
Marischal of Scotland. He married Mary, a daughter of 
Sir James Hamilton of Cadzow, by whom he had four sons 
and two daughters. 

He was a man of remarkable ability and energy. During 
the minority of James II. the Marischal rendered important 
service to the country. When the factions of the Crichtons, 
Livingstons, and the Earl of Douglas were distracting the 
wxthern quarters of the kingdom, he éndeavoured to secure 
order and peace in the north, When the King attained his 


majority he recognised and rewarded the Marischal’s services. 


Owing to so large a portion of the Keith estates having 

passed into the hands of Lord Gordon of Huntly, a dispute 
arose between him and Sir William, Great Marischal of 
Scotland. On the ist of August, 1442, a meeting to settle 
this matter was held at Cluny, at which Sir William and 
Lord Gordon, and others were present. Aftcr discussion 
and careful consideration of the matter, an amicable agree- 
tment between the parties was concluded. 
Iw 1457, James IL. created Sir William Keith, first Earl 
Marischal. He was present at the Court held in Aberdeen 
oa the 15th of May, 1457, when Lord Erskine’s claim to 
the Earldom of Mar was rejected. 


His youngest daughter, Lady Egidia, married John, 
second Lord Forbes. 
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Earldom and Earls of Huntly. 


TRADITION carries the origin and surname of Gordon far 
back into bygone ages. It is said that there was a tribe in 
Gaul called Gordon before the Christian cra: and that there 
was a Roman Emperor of the name of Gordonius. 

There appear, 
name of Gordon in France at an early period. The Gordons 
settled in Scotland in the early part of the twelfth century, 
It seems that they first obtained lands in Berwickshire, to 
which they gave the name of the barony of Gordon, In 
this district, another of their possessions was called Huntly, 
which the family at a subsequent period assumed as the 
title and name of their Earldom in the North, and adopted 
the name in Strathbogie. 

About the year 1160 Richard de Gordon granted to the 
monks of the Abbey of Kelso a right of pasture, an acre of 
land at Todlaw, and an acre of meadow in Huntly-Strother, 
in the barony of Gordon. He was succceded by his son, 
Sir Thomas de Gerdon. In 1170 Sir Thomas confirmed 
his father’s grant of lands to the monks of Kelso. He was 
an ardent supporter of the policy of William the Lion ; and 
ably assisted him in his conflicts with the people of Galloway, 
Ross, and other quarters of the kingdom. 

Sir Thomas died in 1215, and was succeeded by his son, 
Thomas, who was knighted by Alexander II. He confirmed 
the grants of his father and grandfather to the Abbey of 
Kelso; and made some additional grants of lands, with a 
portion of his peatry of Brunmoss, and with the liberty of 
taking timber from his woods and pulling heather on his 
estates, for which privileges Gordon obtained the right of 
burial in the cemetery of the Abbey of Kelso. He died in 
1258, leaving an only child, a daughter, called Alice de 
Gordon. She inarricd Sir Adam Gordon, a descendant of 
a younger branch of the family ; and thus united the estates 
of Gordon and Huntly, in the Mersce. Sir Adam was a man 
of great energy. He was one of the company who left 
Scotland to assist Lewis 1X. of France in an expedition to 
the Holy Land. But disaster overtook this expedition, and 
Sir Adam and many others perishcd before reaching the 
Holy Land. His widow survived him for several years. 
She died in 1280, and was succeeded by her son, Sir Adam 
Gordon. 

In the spring of 1296, Sir Adam Gordon, with his 
tenants, joined the army led by John Comyn, Earl of 
Buchan, which invaded and wasted the North of England. 
Gordon's lands were plundered by Edward I. on his march 


however, to have been families of the 
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of April, 1296, and fell in that disastrous action. He was 
succeeded by his eldest son, Sir Adam de Gordon. After 
the defeat of the Scots at Dunbar, Sir Adam, with a few 
other Scotsmen, retreated northward, until he was forced to 
surrender to Edward I. at Elgin, on the 28th of July, 1296, 

In the spring of 1297, Sir William Wallace raised the 
standard against Edward I., and Sir William Douglas and 
Sir Adam Gordon were amonyst the first who joined him, 
Sir Adam fought bravely at the battle of Stirling Bridge ; 
and also, ayainst fearful odds, at the battle of Falkirk, where 
the Scots were overwhelmed and defeated by the weight of 
superior numbers. 

This was a period of rapid changes in Scotland. After 
the capture of Wallace in the summer of 1305, Sir Adam 
Gordon surrendered to Edward I. Shortly after, he was 
appointed one of the Justiciaries of Lothian, with an annual 
fee of forty merks. He continued on the English side ; and 
in 1309, Edward II. granted to him the lands of Stichel. 
He adhered till 1313, to the English cause, which had then 
become well-nigh hopeless. Accordingly Sir Adam offered 
his allegiance and service to Bruce, which was gladly 
accepted ; and he immediately joined Randolph, art of 
Moray. At the battle of Bannockburn, Randolph led the 
centre division of the Scottish army, and Sir Adam fought 
heroically under him on that memorable field. 

On the 20th of April, 1320, Parliament met in the .\bbey 
of Arbroath, and drew up a spirited and remarkably con- 
stitutional address to the Pope, which represented to His 
Holiness the real state of the Scottish nation. Parliament 
selected Sir Adam Gordon and Sir Edward Mabuisson to 
carry this address to Rome, and plead its prayer before the 
Pope. When they arrived at Rome, thcy were rather coldly 
received. But, aided by two of Sir adam's sons, John and 
Thomas, who were in holy orders, they at last obtained an 
interview with the Pope, and presented the address from 
the Scottish Parliament. -They succeeded so far, as the 
severe papal edicts against Scotland were suspended. 

When Sir Adam returned home, he advised Robert 1. 
to send Randolph, Earl of Moray, as ambassador to the 
Pope. Accordingly, Randolph proceeded to Rome in 1323, 
and he succeeded in persuading the Pope to give Bruce the 
title of King of Scotland, and remove all cause of quarrel. 

Robert I. granted a charter of the barony of Strathbogic 
to Sir Adam Gordon, which had been forfeited from David 
Strathbogie, Earl of Athole, by an act of Parliament in 
1319. He was the first of the Gordons who obtained terri- 
tory in Aberdeenshire and the north. He died about 1325, 
and was succeeded by his son, Sir Adam Gordon, But the

Enjoyed our phone conversation last evening! 


I will try to jot down a few things for you after reviewing my notes in my 
Johnson file: 


Regarding Nancy Johnson - there was a Nancy Johnson who married a 
Thomas J. Thompson June 27, 1872, Book 25, page 602. Don’t know if this 
is our Nancy Johnson or not. . 


Regarding William Johnson - On the 1860 Mobile County Census there was a 
William (age 33) and wife, Almeda (age 29). Neither of those girls 
mentioned on the 1850 Jackson County Census was listed. Don’t know if 
this was our William or not. Don’t have him on the 1870 Mobile County 
Census - don’t know if I couldn’t find him or just missed looking for him to 
begin with. On the 1880 Mobile County Census - believe William and 
Almeda were enumerated twice once in the Wheelerville Precinct where he 
was listed as 53 years old and Almeda was listed as 49 years old. Here they 
have two daughters, Margaret age 9 and Martha age 8. Where they are 
enumerated in the Red Store Precinct it shows William listed as 48 years old, 
“Ame” 45 years old, Margaret 8 years and “Eugenia” listed as 6 years old. 


On October 22, 1882 an Ameda (Almeda??) Johnson married a Simon 
Wheeler (Book 29, page 330). 


Did William die circa 1880-18827??? 


As I mentioned to you on the phone, there was a John Johnson living in close 
proximity to James Johnson and Shep Lane on the 1870 Census.....James 
#148, Shep #154 and this John #159. John was listed as 40 years old (born in 
MS), Hattie, 30 years old and children, Marsha 5 and John 6. 


I believe Franklin (Frank) Johnson was married to Mary (Polly) Lane. I’ve 
got to find my note making me come to that assumption. The other 
researcher I mentioned to you whose husband descends from Franklin has in 
an email she thought he was married to a Mary Gasaway. I picked up “Lane” 
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somewhere.......just got to find that note! I will order some death certificates 
on Franklin’s children to see if his wife (their mother) is listed on the death 
certificates. 


I can’t find Newton on any census from 1870. 


In you letter, you said the men joined the service at “College Hill” - could 
you have meant “Cottage Hill.” My grandfather, the grandson of James, 
always said he was from “Cottage Hill.” 


Eliza is listed on the 1860 Jackson County, MS Census on page 9, Dwelling 
#61/63. Take a look at this and see if you think these two young females - 
Betsy and Alice may have been those two daughters of William’s first 
marriage (since they did not show up with him on the 1860 Mobile County 


Census.). 


On the 1880 Jackson County,MS Census there is a Jasper Johnson (age 25, 
born in MS) on Sheet 14, ED 159, Beat 2 Central. His wife is Martha (age 
27). The children are: Lavonia, 5 years, Sam H. 3 years, Martha L. 2 years, 
and a Martha Coleman, age 49 born in FL). This Jasper may be related to. 
that Johnson Clan who were located in the Hurley, Big Point, MS. area. I 
don’t know how my grandfather was connected to them, but have strong 
feelings that he was. 


I’m baffled as how Sarah Ann Sims was connected to Richard H. Sims. But 
there must be a connection somehow - because of the “Elsy”’ factor. 


I will try to put some queries out on some of the maillists I have subscribed to 


and will also subscribe to the Lawrence and Copiah County lists also to see 
what I can pick up. 


Will wait to hear from you regarding the info received from Lawrence 
County.

Don: 


Just a short recap of my visit to Lawrence and Marion Counties, MS. 


First, there just wasn’t enough hours in that one day to accomplish (or at 
least feel like we had “combed through every possible source”) everything. 


In Marion County, the staff directed us to what they said were the oldest 
record books......these were about six or seven books lying on a table. The 
earliest land transaction book just wasn’t early enough seemingly to do us any 
good. I jotted down the transactions out of this index book (will type and 
send to you) both Direct and Reverse. We found two Orphans Court Record 
Books.......1 copied documents regarding a William Joyce.....you will see 
where I got the William Joyce/Joice connection from other things I printed off 
the Internet. One researcher thinks that Abram Mixon was married to an 
Elizabeth Joyce......daughter of Wiliam Joyce. This William Joyce died in 
Marion County and Abram Mixon was the administrator...... This William did 
have a daughter named Elizabeth.....was she considered a minor when this 
death occurred???? Could it be the same Elizabeth married to Abram???? 
Read through these papers and give me your opinion.....I haven’t thoroughly — 
done this myself yet. 


I asked for the loose Estate papers, etc. They directed me to file cabinets 
where the Mormons had come in and prepped these records for microfilming 
and then filed them in folders. I could never make heads or tails of the filing 
system.......they were all mixed up alphabetically and chronologically. But I 
did try to go through each file drawer ---- scanning the names, etc. The 
strange thing was that there were no early ones -- seemingly started around 
circa 1850. Even though the William Joyce estate proceedings happened 
circa mid 1820s. The records/receipts, etc. should have been in the loose 
papers. We went across the hall and found a marriage on Richard H. Sims. I 
copied the index of the names we were interested in. 


We left Marion County and went on up to Lawrence County. There we 
abstracted the marriages out of the Index Book. Copied the ones on Lancelot 


Johnson and Shep Lane.

Went down the hall to where the land records, etc. Same disappointing 
findings there. I did copy that one item referenced to Richard H. Sims that 
those ladies copied from the Five-volume set. I again abstracted the land 
transactions from the index book.....:.will type up and send to you. 


You didn’t tell me where the Five-volume set was located so that I could 
copy things from Volume Four. 


I feel like we didn’t accomplish that much on the trip.......but can go back to 
do some “mopping up.” In all the land records I looked at......did not find 
anything in Lawrence or Marion where Lancelot nor Richard H. Sims had 
sold out and moved on. Lincoln and Copiah Counties need to be checked on 
these, I guess. Although you stated that Silver Creek and Crooked Creek was 
areas of residences. I believe I went up to 1850/60 time frame. We crossed 
Silver Creek going into Monticello - but did not cross Crooked Creek. 


I am either going to have to leave earlier or plan to spend the night in one of 
those counties next time. Just not enough time in a one-day search. 


I’ve got to go through all of this and do some sorting out and pre-planning on 
the next trip. Give me your thoughts and ideas to help me do a better job. 
Was the five-volume set in a library in Monticello? At any rate, the 
courthouse was just about to close while we were there and probably 
wouldn’t have had time to go to a library anyway. 


I don’t know if I mentioned or not - but I took Meriem Barlow with me (she 
and Clinton King published those books on Mobile County Marriages, 
Orphans Court Records and the Naturalizations) - so I felt I had a good helper 


with me. 


I’m going to sign off for now and run to the post office to get this in the mail 
to you. I probably will think of something else I should have mentioned - if I 


do I will call you.

I saw your query 6 The Virginia Genealogist 94. I did extensive research : 
on Captain William Johnston (1697-1769) and his three wives, all with issue - 
15 in all. His last wife was nee Wyatt.. 
His will is in a lost book, but luckily by serendipity I found a suit in chan- 
cery which recited a portion of the will, indicated the heirs, and this coupled 
with a reading of the unindexed court order books, a Bible record &c: enabled 
me to compile a very fully referenced paper. pane 
I was not able to establish the ancestry of Captain William Johnston (1697- 
1769); such evidence as was observed was noted. The ancestry of Ann Chew, 
first wife of Captain William Johnston [married 12 October 1723]; is fully 
established and also that of his wife nee Wyatt but of course she does not 
come into your line but you may be interested being interested in that family. my 


I have a first carbon copy of this report which I will sell you for $50. 


As you know one of Capt. Johnston's daughtersmarried Farish; I found a couple 
of depositions she made, but I did not follow the Farish line as with 15 
children I had to stop somewhere. I believe you said a long time ago that you 
knew of some of this connection who had some letters written from this area and 
you were going to get copies of them. I wonder if you ever did? 


I hope you found something of interest in OPR. I really should have some more 
copies of SPR run as I have about a dozen people on my list who wish copies. 
As I can't have less than 100 run, and it was entirely a labor of love in the 
first place, I think I will wait until I have a few more customers. I find so 
many libraries wait until the book reviews appear before ordering - that seems 
to be policy with many. Then they want a discount; invoices in triplicate and 
some even sworn to before a notary - and as long as six months afterwards they 
finally pay - all of which involves a lot of bookkeeping. If I get sufficient 


orders from individuals I will reprint SPR.
